1'HE progress of art in CALI- 
FORNIA. 

By Robert How« Fi^etcher, 

director of the San Francisco Institute of Art. 

Inhere is so much of varied interest 

^^^xiprised within this rather comprehen-

into the bottle; the subject must suffer 
in the squeezing, must leave much of 
importance unsaid. It is, perhaps, un- 
necessary to point out that progress 
involves a beginning. Going back, 
therefore, in the history of California to 
look for a beginning of art we come to 
the primeval inhabitants, the Indians. 
But the art of the Indians belongs rather 
to archaeology than to this topic. It is 
instructive, but, unlike some primitive 
art, it is not archaic; it is symbolical 
rather than aesthetic, and leads to noth- 
ing. 

Next, the Spaniards appear with cross 
and sword, a picturesque company of 
cowled priests and mailed knights, rough 
soldiers and the tattered, rusty riff-raff 
of camp followers, silhouetted against the 
ancient sky as they pause on the crest of 
each bare hill, shading their keen eyes 
with lean, brown hands in search of 
golden wonders. They found nothing 
here but countless leagues of grass land 
and the Indians— a meagre enough com- 
bination for the descendants of Cortez 
and Pizarro. It was a combination, 
however, that proved rich in the de- 
velopment, rich in wealth and in 
romance, and rich in the beginning of 
art in California. 

Perhaps in no other of our United Stales 
did the early settlers leave so lasting an 
impression, especially in the matter of 
architecture. Other states, of course, 
possessed ** missions," but California's 
location on the western ocean and its 
equable climate seem to have assimilated 
whatever was romantic and picturesque 
of this period, so that the columned 
cloister, the tiled roof, the bell tower and 
the adjacent palm appear in the backs of 
magazines, on railroad folders and promo- 
tion committee circulars, and are accepted 
, all the world ovet a^ V^^\^i^\<iS.C^\l<:>xv\a.. 
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At the great expositions the California 
building is generally of this character, 
and finally and most important of all, in 
town and country, recent buildings of 
the present day show the influence of this 
same so-called mission style of archi- 
tecture. No estimate of the value of 
these various manifestations is here 
attempted, the fact being sufficient. 

So far as paintings are concerned, the 
Spanish period has left us little of 
interest. Paintings came to Mexico 
from Spain from the time of its occupa- 
tion, some of importance, but many of 
them painted for this transatlantic 
market, and a few of these drifted into 
the possession of churches and private 
families in California, but, generally 
speaking, they exercised no active in- 
fluence on its art. 

Finally came the third epoch, ushered 
in by the discovery of gold and a second 
invasion of California almost as pictur- 
esque as the first. This brought in its 
train men of all nationalities and all 
trades and professions; and with the 
conquest of California and its entry into 
the Union, a new order was established, 
but one that still partook of many of the 
features and traditions of the old. 

And thus succeeding chapters were 
added to this romance of our wonderful 
State, the days of the Civil War, the 
"bonanza days,'* the development of 
orchard and grain lands, the coming of 
the wealthy Eastern tourist and winter 
resident, the day of changing architec- 
ture in cities when the bulbous windowetl 
houses, crouchingin dread of earthquakes, 
of the early days gave way to the defiant 
"sky-scraper"; all of these events had 
their influence on the art of the State, 
because art is sensitive to its material 
environment. But the scene of the 
romance remains always the same, the 
sea a swelling highway to tropic isles, 
the long sweep of rugged coast, the 
sunny inland plains and valleys, and 
the distant snow-capped Sierras with the 
blue sky over all blending and harmo- 
nizing the changing life. 
Then while it must be borne in mind 



that the completion of the overland 
railroad in the late 6o's brought Califor- 
nia in mc-re intimate touch with the art 
of the Eastern States, it must also be 
borne in mind that the art of the Eastern 
Statt s itself received a new impetus in 
the 70's. In New York, Boston, Phila- 
delphia and Cincinnati the old formal 
styleof I ainting, modeling, architectunfj 
decoration and furniture were replaced 
by a more intelligent, virile ordi r, th^- 
extent and importance of which war 
first shown at the Centennial exposition;. 
in Philadelphia and subsequently at' 
Chicago. 

There was an amusing little picture 
which appeared in London "Punch" in - 
"the days of old, the days of gold, tlie. 
days of '49," representing all the world ^ 
setting sail for California with pick and/ 
shovel. Among those who were attracted 
to the State at that time there were» of 
course, artists, and most prominent of * 
these pioneer painters was Charles 
Nahl.* Mr Nahl journeyed to Califor- 
nia by way of the Isthmus. He painted 
many pictures of Indian life in the 
tropics, and on his arrival in Califor- 
nia he devoted his talents to repro- 
ducing the life of the mining camp and 
the trail. California owes much to this 
artist, who was inspired by his tildes and 
surroundings to paint the facts of this 
early period. ProbaV>ly the largest public 
collection of his work is in the Crocker 
gallery at Sacramento. Peter Toft, a 
water-color painter; Joseph Harrington, ' 
who painted portraits and also some 
pictures for 1 he Catholic church in San 
Francisco; and Fortunato Ariola. who 
came heie from Mexico, also belonged 
to this time. In the 6o's, Samuel Brookes 
was a well-known painter in San FVan- 
cisco. Brookes employed his brush in 
many directions, but he was reckoned 
as the best painter of fish that Cali- 
fornia ever possessed. There is a fine 
example of his ability in this line at the 
San Francisco Institute of Art, presented 
by CollisP. Huntington. G.J. Denny and 
James Hamilton, marine painters, were

Other notable men 
of that period were Jules Tavernier, a 
genius, and Frenzeny, who traveled 
across the plains together making pic- 
tures for Harper Brothers ; Julian Rix, a 
San i*Yancisco landscape painter who 
afterwards went to New York and 



subjects with a breadth and 
freedom and brilliant harmony 
of color that are well suited 
to California themes. He has 
painted many pictures in the 
Yosemite Valley, and also some 
historical pictures, such as the 
driving of the last spike in the . 
overland railroad. Bierstadt 
visited California in the 70*5, 
and in company with Hill and 
Virgil Williams made an ex- 
cursion to the Yosemite. The 
** Heart of the Sierras," by Bier- 
stadt, was first placed on exhi- 
bition in thfe San Francisco Art 
Association's rooms, and when 
Gilbert Hunger painted his 
**Orand Canon of the Colo- 
rado," it also was exhibited 
there. 

As San Francisco was the 
principal port of arrival and 
departure for the State in the 
days under review, it naturally 
was the center at which art first 
made itself manifest. One of 
the most notable events in the 
progress of art in the State was 
the organization of the San 
Francisco Art Association. This 
was in 1872. Among the artists 
who were most prominent 
in this movement were Juan 
B. Wandesforde and Virgil 
Williams, the latter being the first 
director of the school that was estab- 
lished by the Association and which has 
been in successful operation for thirty- 
four years. Housed at first in rented 
quarters, the Association in 1893 occu- 
pied the magnificent property on Cali- 
fornia and Mason streets, under the 
title of the Mark Hopkins Institute of 
Art, at the same time becoming affiliated 
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with the State University. When the 
InstilHte was destroyed in the great fire 
which devastated San Francisco in 1906, 
the Associalio« erected a suitable build- 
ing, although of a temporary character, 
on the foundations of the old structure, 
where it is now conducting the school 
and holding its exhibitions. The influ- 
ence of this Art Association in the de- 
velopment of art in the State was, and 
is, of course, very great. Many of the 
noted local artists of the past genera- 
tion were instructors in its school, and 
of the thousands of students who have 
attended the classes, many have achieved 
success and some few fame. Benjamin 
Constant once took occasion to publicly 
compliment the work * of the school 
before his class in Paris. 

Since the founding of the San Fran- 
cisco Art Association other societies 
with similar aims have been organized 
in the various cities and towns of the 
State, with the consequence that at the 
present day a knowledge of art in its 
theory and practice is being diffused 
throughout the length and breadth of 
our grand domain. In the accomplish- 
ment of these results the public schools 
have of late years been an important 
factor. 

To say something of the younger gen- 
eration of painters and sculptors who 
are doing such admirable work both 
north and south, is a great temptation, 
but it is a temptation that must be 
resisted and the subject left here almost 
on its threshold. 

ART IN SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA; A 
FEW NOTES.

Art has received a great impetus in 
Ivos Angeles within the past year. 
There was almost a constant succession 
of exhibitions by both resident artists 
and those from elsewhere. Among the 
exhibitors were Jules Pages, of the 
Academic Julian, Paris, Charles Rollo 
Peters, William Keith and others. 



A very important change, which will 
affect the future of art in Southern 
California, occurred when the Arthur 
Dow method was installed in the State 
Normal School and the City schools. 
Those who know the effect of Mr Dow's 
work upon art education in the East and 
the high esteem in which it is held by 
foremost American artists count this as 
a great step in advance for Southern 
California. The distinctive character- 
istic of the new method is that, regard- 
ing art riot as an imitation of nature but 
as a human expression, it begins with an 
intelligent study of the principles of 
this expression, having the appreciation 
and creation of beauty as its aim and the 
relation of this to life not only in pic- 
tures but in the home and everything 
we use. 

ART ORGANIZATIONS. 

The California Federation of Women's 
Clubs through its Art Department is 
doing much for the advancement of art 
in the State. At least a hundred clubs 
in the Federation have art sections and 
are studying art in some or all of its 
branches. The most important feature 
of the work is the forming of Traveling 
Art Galleries. These galleries are ex- 
hibited at the various conventions and 
are also sent to individual clubs as a 
help in the study of the best in art. 
Miss Elizabeth Robson, San Diego, is 
chairman of the Committee on Art. 

A number of the clubs belonging to 
the Federation are also engaged in the 
study of music, although there is no 
department devoted exclusively to the 
advancement of this work among its 
members. 

The following are organizations de- 
voted exclusively to art: 

Berkeley. 

Bkrkei^ey Art Association has 
been recently formed by about sixty citi- 
zens. Exhibitions are to be given. 

California Art Ci.ub. 
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Los Angeles. 

American Fine Arts Association. 
This organization was of short duration, 
and was succeeded by the J. F. Kaust 
Art Company. 

The Fine Arts League is an incor- 
porated institution, and its primary 
object is to found and maintain, after 
the highest standards, and for the pub- 
lic good, a gallery of the fine arts. Its 
membership is composed of leading citi- 
zens of the South, and it is confidently 
expected that before the close of another 
year the League will be able to exhibit 
in an exhibition hall of its own and that 
it will have a safe and permanent place 
for its valuable art treasures. Lectures 
on art subjects are to be given and the 
general study of art encouraged. 

Municipal Art Commission con- 
sists of five members. The Commission 
in the past has succeeded in bringing 
about a great reform in the beautifying 
of the city. Charles Mulford Robinson 
has been engaged to lay out a plan along 
civic lines. If the plan meets the 
approval of the City Council the Com- 
mission will follow them in beautifying 
the city. 

The Painters* Club is an organiza- 
tion of men painters who meet monthly 
for fraternal reasons and for mutual 
criticisms of recent work. The club was 
started in April, 1906, with eleven mem- 
bers. The membership was increased 
to thirty during the year. One continu- 
ous exhibitipn has been held, the pic- 
tures being changed every month, in a 
local picture gallery. This is now dis- 
continued, and the club will in future 
hold an annual exhibition to continue 
two weeks or a month. 

Palettb Club. This club meets 
monthly for the submission of sketches 
to be passed upon by a chosen expert 
and to listen to discussions on art mat- 
ters. Exhibitions are given ^very three 
months. The membership is composed 
of artists, art students and art lovers. 

The Ruskin Art Club was organ- 
ized for the study and promotion of art, 



October 12, 1888. Rare pictures adorn 
the walls of the club rooms. A yearly 
exhibition is given, when representative 
works of all local artists are displayed, 
as well as works of both old and recent 
masters. The club is limited to one 
hundred members. 

Mill Valley. 

The Outdoor Art Club is striving 
to preserve the natural scenery of Mill 
Valley and to encourage the develop- 
ment of outdoor art. 

The San Francisco Call of January 6 
states that the Outdoor Art Club of Mill 
Valley has been successful in its efforts 
to have Redwood Canon, a beautiful 
tract of nearly 300 acres, in Marin 
county, made a national park. William 
Kent has donated the land, and it has 
been accepted by the federal govern- 
ment. Although opposed by a water 
company which was bringing a con- 
demnation suit against the land for water 
rights, the Club was able to bring about 
the offer and acceptance of the park. 
Illustrations accompany the article.

Exhibitions in all branches 
of art are given by this organization. 

San Francisco Art Association. 
The Association has been an important 
element in the city's progress during the 
last thirty-five years. It has under its 
management, in conjunction with the 
University of California, the San Fran- 
cisco Institute of Art, formerly the 
Hopkins Institute, and the School of 
Design. A new building is to be erected 
on the former site, and the work pushed 
vigorously.

has been secured by the Southwest 
Society. These paintings, thirty-four in 
number, hung in the old missions of 
California prior to the ** Secularization" 
of 1834. Out of the thirty-four pictures 
no less than sixteen antedate the year 
1700, while several of them are in their 
third century.

Hotel Del Monte Art Gallery. 
This gallery was established by the 
management for the purpose of giving 
to the painters of California an exhibi- 
tion and sales room where they can 
display and dispose of their pictures at 
the least possible cost to themselves.

Crocker in Sacramento 1870-73, for the 
purpose of housing their private collec- 
tion of paintings. After the death of 
Judge Crocket the building, with its con- 
tents, was given to the California Museum 
Association, by Mrs Crocker. The deed 
of gift was afterwards changed so that it 
could be received by the City of Sacra- 
mento, with the Museum Association as 
a co-tenant and administrator. There 
are seven hundred pictures in the collec- 
tion, about' seventy-five of which are by 
California artists. 

The Little Shop.

The course covers three full 
years* work, and entitles the student to 
a diploma on passing the required exam- 
ination. The subjects of designing, 
decoration, mechanical drawing, pottery, 
etc., receive the same attention as sculp- 
ture, architecture and painting. 

School of Art and Design. A new 
building has recently been erected. A 
complete art education in every branch 
can be obtained at this school. Certifi- 
cates and diplomas are awarded. 

San Francisco. 

California Guii^d of Arts and 
Crafts. Its purpose is to encourage 
and bring into closer communication the 
craftsmen of California, and also to pro- 
vide a means of bringing their work to 
the attention of the public, and through 
exhibitions, lectures and instruction, to 
cultivate the public taste and to raise 
the standard of the work. A school is 
conducted in Berkeley, where modeling, 
woodcarving, metal work, etc., are 
taught. 

Partington School of Ii^lustra- 
TION was established in 1892 by the late 
H. E. Partington, his assistants being 
Miss Gertrude Partington and R. L. 
Partington. The school was primarily 
founded for the purpose of giving stu- 
dents an education in the art of illustra- 
tion. 

San Francisco Institute of Art 
conducts the School of Design under the 
patronage of the San Francisco Art 
Association. This school was formerly 
conducted under the name of the Mark 
Hopkins Institute of Art, but as all the 
memorial buildings were swept away 
during the great fire, the name has been 
changed. A temporary building has 
been erected on the site of the former 
institute, where the work of the school 
is carried on in a most satisfactory 
manner. 

San Jose. 

University of the Pacific. The 
University maintains a school that is 



well equipped with models and casts, 
and aims to furnish ample facilities for 
those who wish to pursue a regular 
coarse in art.

MUSICAL REMINISCENCES OF A 
CAUFORNIA PIONEER. 

(From the New York Musical courier.') 

By A. J. Goodrich, 

Of Private Music School, New York City, and 
author of Music as a lanpiage, Complete 
music analysis, Analytical harmony, and 
many other valuable works on music. 

Immediately following the discovery 
of gold in California there was great 
excitement among the adventurous im- 
migrants. Every one turned his atten- 
tion to mining or to the buying and 
selling of merchandise. No one was so 
impracticable as to muse upon the arts. 
The population was composed almost 
wholly of bachelors or men who had left 
their families in the Kast until they 
could survey the field. This is why 
there was no music nor schools nor other 
home influences in the pioneer days of 
California. 

My father, with his family, arrived in 
the Sacramento valley in the fall of 1849. 
There were but few signs or tokens of 
civilization, but as conditions became 
more settled a few well-to-do immigrants 
brought with them their cherished pianos 
and melodeons. Though my father had 



studied medicine in Cincinnati, he was 
an enthusiastic musical amateur. He 
played reasonably well upon piano, organ 
and cello, and was an excellent vocalist. 
After the first great fire in Sacramento 
(I believe it was in 1853), ™y father 
discovered, to his surprise and delight, 
a piano among the ruins. He possessed 
an unusual amount of mechanical in- 
genuity, and had acquired in Albany 
and New York some knowledge of piano 
construction and cabinet work. So he 
expressed his belief that something 
might be made of the apparently ruined 
instrument. In a brief period the piano 
was mended of its broken back, restrung, 
mounted on table legs, and became a 
joy in the household if not ** a thing of 
beauty." It was a Raven & Bacon. For 
several years it was the only available 
piano in the capit^ of California, and 
Madam Anna Bishop was very glad to 
have the loan of it for her first concert in 
Sacramento. The great cantatrice intro- 
duced herself to my father, and after 
stating that she would give a concert if 
she could procure a piano, he gladly 
offered the use of his musical derelict. 
Madam' Bishop was accompanied by 
the great harpist, Bochsa, and the 
concert was a decided success, as well as 
a rare enjoyment to the musically hungry 
Sacramentans. Madam Bishop made 
several other visits to the Pacific Coast. 
It was upon her advice that my father 
consented to my proposed musical career. 
At this time (1854 or thereabouts) 
there came to Sacramento a Mr Winter, 
who desired to organize a class in music. 
He was referred to "Prof Goodrich as 
being the most suitable person to judge 
of the newcomer's ability. Mr Winter 
stated to my father that, owing to 
failure in business (he had been a whole- 
sale wine merchant), he thought he 
mijght turn to account his artistic skill. 
He said that he had been educated in 
Europe as a musical amateur. My father 
arranged with Mr Dale, proprietor of the 
only music store in town, to test Mr 
Winter that very evening after the store 
was closed. About eight o'clock my 
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father and elder brother, accompanied 
by the new professor, made their appear- 
ance at the music store. Mr Dale, with 
his clerk, was there all expectancy. The 
door was locked and the strange examina- 
tion at once began. It had been deter- 
mined upon that Mr Winter should be 



tions. Mr Dale had but little in this 
line, and that consisted of sonatas and 
rondos by Mozart, Steibelt, Dussek, 
Hummel and Kalkbrenner.

required to read at first sight and with 
correct expression whatever music was 
placed in front of him. Mr Dale and 
the clerk began at first to hand down 
from the shelves Beyer's and Hunten's 
operatic fantasies. After the pianist had 
played a folio of these morceaux quite 
correctly, and with, perfect ease, my 
father called for some classical selec- 



deciding the matter my father called for 
I/iszt's arrangement of the Rigoletto 
quartet, the Twelfth Rhapsody, and W. V. 
Wallace's Grand Polka de Concert in 
F-sharp, then fresh from the press. This, 
as well as the other selections, Mr Winter 
played almost faultlessly, and he seemed 
to enjoy the inquisition quite as much as 
did the inquisitors. 
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The pianist was heartily congratu- 
lated *upon the result, and soon had a 
large class of pupils. He was a very 
accomplished man, who had been edu- 
cated principally for commercial life, but 
I doubt if even at the present time the 
average professional could pass through 
the same ordeal with the same degree of 
success. 

Of the artists who visited California in 
the gold-fever days, Henri Herz, Vincent 
Wallace, Madam Bishop, Bochsa and Sig- 
nora Biscaccianti were the most promi-

nent. Herz particularly encountered 
some queer episodes. He had no instru- 
ment, and being unable to speak English 
he gave few concerts after leaving Mexico. 

Vincent Wallace appeared as a solo 
pianist and violinist, and as he was a bril- 
liant virtuoso he met with considerable 
success, especially in Mexico and Lower 
California. Signora Biscaccianti also had 
success in her concert schemes, and my 
remembrance is that she located for 
awhile in San Francisco. 

Gustav Scott was the first prominent 
musician to settle in the latter city. He 
was a good pianist and organist, a well- 
informed musician and a very genial 
gentleman. Scott commanded a fine 



organ position and a large patronage 
among the wealthy San Franciscans. 

A little later came Rudolph. Herold, 
nephew of the opera composer, F. Herold. 
Rudolph was an all-round musician, and 
gootl conductor, nervous and fiery. He 
organized and conducted the first concert 
orchestra in California, and I remember 
an incident which occurred while the 
band was rehearsing Mendelssohn's Mid- 
summer-Night's Dream music. A passage 
for the first oboe was not played to the 
satisfaction of the director, and he rapped 
for silence. Going to the oboe desk 
he seized the instrument and tried to 
give an exemplification, but failed. Re- 
turning the oboe to its owner, Herold 
said severely, **Ican*t play it, but you 
can, and why don't you?" 

Two Italian vocal artists, Signor and 
Signora Bianca, came to San Francisco 
while I was there a student. They had 
a large vocal class, and sang much in 
public, usually appearing together in 
the operatic duet. Ah! che la morte. 
This became indissolubly associated 
with the good Signor and his rotund 
sposa, so much so that the California 
Minstrels, who were then showing in 
San Francisco, were tempted to rep- 
resent the famous duet on their pro- 
gram. So it came to pass that on a 
certain night the house-bill bore this 
legend: ** Operatic duet. Ah! che la 
morte, {II Trovatore,) Signor and 
Signora Bianca." Our artists taking it 
as a compliment to their popularity, pur- 
chased choice parquette seats and betook 
themselves to the theater. When the 
time came for the operatic duet the 
minstrel orchestra began to sound the 
chords of the Miserere, and there 
appeared upon the stage Dave Wambold 
and Charlie Backus, black as crows and 
dressed respectively as man and woman. 
Backus as I^eonora led off", and, of course, 
made sorry work with Verdi's florid 
music. Wambold followed with the 
tower-song in much better style. Sig- 
nora Bianca had been in the habit of 
introducing a trill in the final cadence, 
and this had not escaped the notice of 
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Charlie Backus, though it was quite 
beyond h's vocal technic. However, 
when the cadence was reached, I/eonora 
projected a foot beyond the back of her 
dress, displayed a large masculine foot 
and began to kick vigorously. Manrico, 
in order to facilitate the nuance, placed 
his hand over the front of Leonora's 
waistband to support the trembling 
frame, and shook her violently. This, 
together with the kicking and goat-like 
reiterations of the leading tone, resulted 
if not in a trill at least in a most literal 
shake. The Biancas, already disgusted 
with the mock performance, could not 
endure this bit of horse play, and so 
they abruptly quitted the theater, ejacu- 
lating in Italian and French all sorts of 
maledictions upon the minstrels, the 
licentious freedom of the country, and 
American institutions in general. A few 
years previous to this Backus made his 
first appearance in Sacramento. I still 
remember his Dahomey month and 
clever impersonation of Edwin Forrest, 
Billy Birch was the other **end man," 
and Sam Wells was the interlocutor. 

About the year 1866 Joseph and Ada 
Heine came from Australia and gave a 
number of concerts in the interior of 
California. I met them in Amador 
county, and though my solo star was 
eclipsed by the artistic and brilliant per- 
formance of Mme. Heine, I was almost 
wild with delight, and always accounted 
this meeting as a propitious episode in 
my life. Though Mr Heine was blind, 
he was an educated musician, an inspir- 
ing violinist, and a clever performer 
upon all manner of musical instruments. 
Partly through intuitive genius for 
sounds, and partly through a peculiar 
physical constitution, Mr Heine required 
but little technical practice, though he 
performed with ease the most difl&cult 
compositions for violin and other instru- 
ments. I found the Heines communica- 
tive, generous and genial. Indeed, Mr 
Heine was the most entertaining racon- 
teur I ever met, for he combined ventril- 
oquism with his other gifts and acquire- 
ments. 



The advent of Moreau Gottschalk in 
San Francisco was an important musical 
event. Miss Simonson and her husband, 
Signor Muzio, came with the pianist. 
They gave ten or twelve concerts with 
tremendous success, and Gottschalk was 
the lion of the day. Though commonly 
classed as a brilliant player, he knew 
his Bach, Beethoven and Chopin thor- 
oughly,. and to me his pathetic touches 
were the most remarkable. Gottschalk 
was also an original harmonist, but he 
came at a time when classic music did 
not interest the people, and so he gave 
them what he thought they would appre- 
ciate. At his last concert in San Fran- 
cisco he arranged the Soldiers* Chorus, 
from Faust, for ten pianos. 

In 1868 1 left California for New York. 
Here I must bfing these rambling notes 
to a close, for the comparisons make me 
feel like an antiquary.

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and bound in limp brown cloth at a cost 
of from 55 cents to 75 cents per volume. 
Each distinct part, for violin, cello, etc., 
is strengthened down the back with the 
same cloth, eyelets inserted, and the 
whole composition is then securely tied 
together with shoestrings. The com- 
poser's name, the title and the call num- 
ber appear on the flat surface, and the call 
number also on the back. In classifying 
by the Dewey outline for music, the 
decimal point is moved back, and ar- 
ranged thus — 78.64 : piano music. This 
has the advantage of segregating the 
checks for music \n circulation from those 
of books about music. Music is cataloged 
under composer, title and form. Con- 
tents of collections appear on the form 
card. Music is loaned on the same terms 
as books. The present collection covers 
grand and light opera, oratorios, songs, 
orchestral music, piano music, string 
music, organ music, etc. 

The picture department of the Los 
Angeles Public Library was created 
about 1897. It now contains about 8500 
pictures, representing views, architecture 
and painting. The pictures are mounted 
on gray or brown mat-board, the finer 
finished pictures on a double mount. 
On this mount is written the Artist's 
name, and the name and classification 
number of the picture. On the back is 
placed a library pocket and check with 
number of picture on it. On this check 
is written the name or card number of 
the borrower and date. The number of 
pictures issued is not limited, but the 
time is one week. The pictures are not 
accessioned, but are entered in the shelf 
sheet, now being changed to cards. 
They are cataloged by artist, title of 
picture and subjects, and place where 
the picture is now found. The artist's 
card is the main card, and on it are made 
all entries, annotations, etc. Artist 
cards are filed under school and a refer- 
ence card is made from the artist to the 
' school. The library has worked out a 
scheme of classification of pictures repre- 
senting sculpture and painting that has 
^nroved satisfactory. The Dewey num- 



bers 730 for sculpture and 759 for schools 
of painting are used, but the divisions 
under these numbers are purely arbitrary 
and are used with a view to the chrono- 
logical position of the schools, viz :

This historical arrangement was de- 
cided upon after comparison of the 
opinions of the leading critics — Morelli, 
Berenson, Layard, Crow, Steinman, 
Furtwangler, Murray and others. The 
artists are arranged alphabetically (Cut- 
ter numbers) under the schools. In 
regard to the classification of views and 
architectural subjects, the Dewey system 
has been adhered to, which is especially 
minute in the case of Architecture. In 
attributing certain artists to disputed 
pictures, the decisions of the newer 
schools of criticism are followed, if these 
decisions have stood the test of rigid 
examination by opposing critics. 
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A catalog on the dictionary catalog 
plan is being prepared. The school 
cards are annotated — characteristics of 
the school, of the individual artist and of 
each picture are noted. Great care is ex- 
ercised in the matter of subject headings 
and cross-references for pictures, and a 
knowledge of the subject must deter- 
mine these— especially in regard to pic- 
tures that illustrate sacred and legendary 
art. 

The case for filing is one that was de- 
signed and made by a local manufac- 
turer of office fixtures. It consists of a 
series of drawers placed on rollers, each 
drawer with an inside hinged cover. 
When the drawers are pulled out they 
drop down, and the cover is lifted and 
used as a support for the pictures as they 
are turned over. 

When patrons wish to borrow photo- 
graphs for private club or school work, 
they are not restricted in the number, 
unless others are pursuing the same line 
of study. The check is taken from the 
pocket, and the name or card number of 
the borrower is written thereon, the 
photographs are placed in portfolios, 
and the checks are filed in trays.

Fipst DistFiet Meeting. 

The First District of the California 
Library Association held its third meet- 
ing for 1907 in Woodland, November 18. 
There were two sessions, continuing from 
2 to 4 in the afternoon and from 8 to 10 
in the evening. Nearly the entire dele- 
gation arrived in Woodland a few min- 
utes before noon. They were met at the 
station by the members of the Library 
Board and escorted to a hotel, where 
they were entertained at luncheon. 

Both sessions of the meeting were 
held in the basement of the Library 
building, a room most charmingly fitted 
up by the Woman's Improvement Club 
for its own use. Miss Susan T. Smith, 
president of the First District, called 
the meeting to order at 2 o'clock. Dr 
Grant, president of the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Woodland Library, in a few 
words bade the Association welcome. 
Miss Smith outlined the program for 
the afternoon and spoke of the necessity 
of each library keeping more accurate 
records of all departments of the work. 
Miss Prentiss of the State Library gave 
a practical talk on '* Business methods 
in the library." She emphasized the 
necessity of keeping exact accounts of 
all receipts and expenditures of moneys, 
of requiring and giving receipts in all 
cases, and of having all library accounts 
audited. Mrs Landis of the Lincoln 
Free Public Library read a paper on the 
manner of keeping the '* Accession 
record," showing that it should give a 
complete history of each book. The 
"Shelf list" was the subject of an inter- 
esting talk by Miss Alice Haines of the 
State Library. She illustrated its vari- 
ous uses as a general working list. The 
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use of the "Circulating records'' was 
spoken of by Miss Sawyers of the Chico 
Free Public Library; she also showed 
samples of blanks for keeping such 
records. Many libraries feel the need of 
a simple method of recording orders for 
books. L. W. Ripley of the Sacramento 
.Free Public Library read an excellent 
paper explaining his method of keeping 
such records, and . showed samples of 
cards used in the work. Miss Annie 
Lowry of the State Library explained, 
in a most interesting manner, her 
method of keeping a " Periodical check 
list*' on cards. While her 'work is much 
more elaborate than that in the small 
libraries, a similar method could be 
adapted for their use. Miss Smith then 
called upon State President, Mr Gillis. 
He emphasized all that had been said 
during the afternoon, and spoke strongly 
of the necessity of each library keeping 
exact records, for without such records 
no correct report of the work done in 
the library could be made. He also 
urged that prompt replies be made to 
the State Library to every request for 
statistics, as such material when pub- 
lished in News Notes of California 
Libraries is of incalculable value to the 
State and to every community of the 
State. Adjournment for the afternoon 
was then in order and the delegates 
were taken for an automobile ride by 
the members of the Woodland board 
and their friends. 

The evening session was opened at 8 
o'clock, with a vocal solo rendered in a 
pleasing manner by Miss Pry or of 
Woodland. Rev E. G. Spenser of 
Woodland delivered an excellent ad- 
dress on the subject of *' Books." 
Papers were then read by Mrs Reardan 
of the Oroville board on "What we 
have done and what we expect to do"; 
by Mrs Swain of the Chico board on 
**Our plans for our Juvenile Room"; 
and by Miss Crane, Librarian of the 
Colusa Free Library, on "What Colusa 
has done to promote library growth." 
These papers showed that the citizens 
of each place thoroughly appreciate the 



value of a good library. Nevada City 
has recently dedicated a new Library 
building and Mrs Fuller, the librarian, 
told of a "shower" held at the time of 
the dedication, and of the good results 
therefrom. Dr Grant of Woodland 
explained why and how the Woodland 
library had been made a county library. 
Richard Belcher of the Marysville 
board gave an interesting talk on his 
experience in library work with special 
reference to the Marysville library. 
Mr Gillis then spoke at length of 
the library work in the State, and 
encouraged all libraries to use their best 
eflforts to advance the work. The even- 
ing session was brought to a close by 
Mrs Hudson Grant's rendering a most 
pleasing vocal solo. At the close of 
this session an informal reception was 
tendered the delegates by the ladies of 
the Improvement Club, the members of 
which also entertained a number of the 
delegates over night. 

Mrs Whitbeck, Children's Librarian 
of the Berkeley Public Library, sent 
posters to be exhibited at the meeting, 
as did also Miss Huntley of the Sacra- 
mento Free Public Library. The post- 
ers sent by both were very attractive. 
Miss Anna Creaner of the Stockton Free 
Library sent folders showing what good 
work can be done in that line. Miss 
Ennis of the State Library exhibit. ed a 
collection of Reading lists and library 
bulletins, illustrating her method of 
filing and cataloging the same.

Fourth District Meeting. 

The quarterly meeting of the Fourth 
District of the California Library Asso- 
ciation was held on Thursday, November 
14, 1907, at Pasadena, in conjunction 
with the League of California Municipal- 
ities. The large reference room of the 
public library, which was used on the 
occasion, easily accommodated the 
seventy-five persons in attendance. Miss

The morning session was opened by 
Mrs Charles F. Schwan, District Presi- 
dent, at 10:45. Mayor Thomas Earley, 
who is president of the library board of 
Pasadena, gave an address of welcome, 
to which Mrs Schwan replied. Walter 
Desmond, of Long Beach, read a paper 
on **The library as a factor of the muni- 
cipality." H. A. Mason, secretary of the 
League of California Municipalities, then 
addressed the meeting, giving many ex- 
cellent suggestions relative to furthering 
library usefulness and increasing the 
capacity and salary of librarians. Mr 
Mason strongly advocated a system of 
certificates for librarians. Discussion 
followed, in which Ernest Bruncken^ 
legislative reference librarian of the State 
Library, Judge M. T. Owens of the Whit- 
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tier library board) and others, took part 
Prof. Edgar L. Larkin, of the Mount 
Lowe Observatory, was present, and 
being called upon to speak, did so briefly 
and humorously on the subject of the 
Observatory library.

Darlow, of the Los Angeles Public Li- 
brary, followed with a paper on "The 
municipal section of the public library."

The various county and city superin- 
tendents of schools throughout the State 
issue from time to time "manuals** or 
"courses of study.*' Why would it not 
be well for every public library to have 
a collection of these, to serve the local 
teachers and school authorities as a 
basis of comparison ? They can be had 
for the asking. But after you have your 
collection, do not fail to let the people 
most interested know of the fact. 

Reference and Loan Department. 

The Reference and Loan Department 
aims to give the people of the State 
access to the valuable material contained 
in the State Library. Information on 
any subject will be furnished upon writ- 
ing to the Library, stating as concisely 
I as possible just what is wanted. Books 
will be loaned to any resident of the 
State who applies through a local 
library, an educational institution, a 
State traveling library, a registered study 
club, or a Superior Judge. In towns 
where there is no library, educational 
institution. State traveling library, or reg- 
istered study club, special arrangements 
have been made with the Wells-Fargo 
Companv by which their agent will 
vouch for the identity of the person 
applying for books. The borrower pays 
express charges both ways, and the 
books may be kept three weeks from the 
date they leave the State Library. Appli- 
cation blanks and circulars containing 
full information will be sent on reqjuest. 

The alterations now being made in the 
Capitol have necessitated the packing 
and storing of nearly all the books in the 
Library and closing it to the public. It 
will therefore be impossible to carry on 
the work of the Reference and Loan De- 
partment until the work of construction 
m the Library is sufficiently completed 
to permit the replacing of the books on 
the shelves. 

During the time the Library is closed, 
much work will be done in the way of 
building up the Department and putting 
it in a condition where it will be of 
greater service to the public than ever 
before. The latest and best reference 
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works will be purchased and bibliog- 
raphies on special subjects procured. 
There is a constant demand for books on 
art by art students and clubs not only in 
Sacramento, but throughout the State, 
and special attention will be given to this 
section for the future use of such students. 

The work of recataloging now in prog- 
ress will greatly facilitate the work of 
the Department in bringing out much 
valuable material by means of analytical 
references. 

Notice to borrowers will be given 
through the News Notes of California 
Libraries and by circular letter when the 
work of the Department is resumed. 

Catalog Department. 

The work of the Catalog Department 
is proceeding along two parallel lines : 
the cataloging of the regular additions 
of new books, and the recataloging of 
much material needing a fuller treatment 
than it has heretofore received. The 
printed cards from the Library of Con- 
gress are used for all new copyrighted 
books and for the recataloging as far as 
they can be obtained. The use of the 
{>rinted cards results in a great saving of 
time, although they have to go through 
the typewriter for the addition of the 
subject or title heading and book number. 

During the months of October, Novem- 
ber and December, 2256 volumes were 
cataloged, adding 5303 cards to the cat- 
alog. 

California Historical Department. 

The California Historical Department 
aims to have a thoroughly good collec- 
tion of books on the history and descrip- 
tion, resources and industries of the 
State, as well as the works of California 
authors in all departments of literature. 
These are made accessible by means of 
a card catalog. Full names and bio- 
graphical sketches of California authors, 
pioneers and early settlers are being 
secured, together with their photographs. 
The collection of bound periodicals is 
quite large. The Department also con- 
tains over 3000 bound volumes of news- 
papers, a file of which is being indexed 
with reference to the history of the State. 
Students will be assisted in their work. 

Pioneers an\l Early Settlers. 

Hon Charles Frederick Reed arrived 
in California in 1849. He was known 
as "Father" of the State Agricultural 
Society, held many public offices, and 
was closely identified with all public 



movements looking to the betterment of 
conditions in the State. 

Charles Little Taylor was prominent 
in the early history of San Francisco. 
He was one of those who helped to keep 
California in the Union, acted with the 
Vigilance Committee and helped organ- 
ize the famous ''California Hundred." 
Mr Taylor held many public offices in 
San Francisco and was a prominent fig- 
ure in the city's life for more than fifty 
years. 

Thomas Whitehead Mulford, a pioneer 
of '49, died in San Francisco, August 26, 
1907. The Mulford ranch, near San 
Leandro, is considered one of the best 
cultivated and model agricultural spots 
in the State. 

Marcus Bernard Levy collected a rare 
Semitic library, besides many priceless 
manuscripts, all of which were destroyed 
in the fire of April 18, 1906. The books 
forming the nucleus of the Semitic 
library in the University of California 
were formerly a part of his collection. 

Henry Porter Dunham served in the 
Mexican war and came to California in 
1846. 

Judge Joseph Bryant Crockett is a 
name familiar to all Californians, as he 
served as Justice of the Supreme Court 
with distinction. 

Theodore Huston Brown came to the 
State with Peter Lassen in 1848. 

Among other names of interest are 
those of Moses Andrews, Socrates Huff 
and Marcelino Escobar,

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Extension Department. 

The Extension Department aims to do 
the work which in many states is. under 
the supervision of a public library com- 
mission. The Department was estab- 
lished in 1903 and began work in 
December of that year by sending out 
traveling libraries to communities 
without library facilities. The Depart- 
ment now has four separate divisions: 
(i) Traveling Libraries; (2) Study Club 
Libraries; (3J Public Libraries; (4) Books 
for the BUnd. 

Traveling Libraries Division. 

Traveling libraries are made up of 
fifty volumes each, and are sent to any 
community without a public library on 
the application of five resident taxpayers. 
There is no charge for the use of these 
libraries and the transportation both 
ways is paid by the State Library. A 
library may be kei)t three months, and 
by special permission may be retained 
an additional three months. Circular 
and application blank are sent on 
request. 

The first traveling library was sent out 
December 14, 1903. There are now 382 
communities in California that have 
formed library associations and have the 
privilege of borrowing State traveling 
libraries. These associations are divided 
by counties, as follows: Alameda 5, Al-

Study Club Division. 

Study Club libraries are loaned to any 
registered club on the application of two 
resident taxpayers. These libraries are 
sent out to encourage the foundation and 
maintenance of clubs for systematic 
study. There are no registration fees, 
but for each study club library the fee of 
$1.50 for each 25 for less) books must be 

§aid in advance toward expense of service, 
'his fee entitles the club to one ship- 
ment (to and from), express free. A 
study club library may be kept three 
•months, and by special permission the 
time may be extended. The circular 
and registration-application blank will 
be sent on request. 

It will not be possible for some time to 
fill requests for study club libraries, be- 
cause these books are sent out from the 
main collection, which is not accessible 
at present. 

Public Libpaples Division. 

The public library is the natural out- 
growth of the traveling library. Where 
the demand for books is greater than 
can be met by the 50 books of the travel- 
ing library, a town is ready for a library 
of its own. 

Since November, 1905, two library or- 
ganizers have been kept in the field to 
encourage the establishment of libraries, 
to visit those already established and to 
give advice and assistance to public libra- 
ries throughout the State in regard to 
library methods, library buildings, etc. 

The annual reports of all libraries in 
the State are also kept on file in this 
division. 

This division is also making a collec- 
tion of the floor plans and exterior and 
interior views of California library build- 
ings and of all publications of California 
libraries. As soon as the collection is 
fairly complete, it will be listed in the 
News Notes of California Libraries. 

Sample sets of blanks and forms for 
the use of libraries have been made up 
and a set will be mailed to any library 
upon request. 

During October, November and De- 
cember the two library organizers made 
63 visits to 46 towns, most of the visits 
being made for the purpose of aiding 
libraries that were already established. 

On October 7th the ordinance was 



passed establishing a free public library 
in Crescent City, Del Norte c6. 

In November Circular no. 3 of this 
Division was issued. It outlines the sys- 
tem of magazine exchange which has 
been undertaken by the State Library. 

The total number of libraries estab- 
lished since November, 1905, is 28, as 
follows: Alhambra, Auburn, Benicia, 
Biggs, Boulder Creek, Crescent City, 
Dixon, Elsinore, Gilroy, Glendale, Jack- 
son, Lincoln, Lodi, Lompoc, Modesto, 
Monterey, Oroville, Placerville, Porter- 
ville, Redondo, Rocklin, Salinas, Santa 
Maria, Sausalito, Suisun, Ukiah, Willits 
and Willows. 

Books fop the Blind Division. 

Embossed books in four difi*erent types 
are sent to any blind resident of Cali- 
fornia upon application, and collections 
of from 10 to 25 books will be loaned to 
any public library that can vouch for at 
least 5 borrowers, on application of its 
trustees and upon agreement to loan the 
books free to any blind applicant. Cir- 
cular and Finding list, with Call slip 
postal, or with Library trustees* applica- 
tion blank will be sent on request. 

Books sent to individuals from an in- 
stitution distributing embossed literature 
are carried free through the mails. 

The first book was loaned June 13, 
1905. There are now 262 blind borrow- 
ers, scattered all the way from Siskiyou 
county to San Diego. During October, 
November and December 10 borrowers 
were added. During 1907, 3 borrowers 
were lost by death. Total accessions are 
730, as follows: New York point books, 
254; New York point music, 43; Braille 
books, 95; Braille music, 46; Moon books, 
229; Boston line letter books, 24; Ink 
print books, 19; Appliances, 17; Maps, 
3. During the quarter 846 books were 
loaned, as follows: New York point, 306; 
Braille, 138; Moon, 352; Boston line letter, 
29; Ink print books, 16; Appliances 4; 
Maps, I. The books loaned were divided 
by class as follows: ethics and religion, 
62; science, 58; useful arts, 3; literature, 
53; Action, 398; travel, history, and 
biography, 116; primers, 12; music, 17; 
periodicals, 127. 

During October, November «Lwd \^^- 
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cember i borrower, who knew no type 
before, learned to read Moon. One 
borrower, who knew Braille, Boston line 
letter and Moon, learned New York 
point. One borrower, who knew New 
York point and Moon, learned Braille. 

Since the Department began loaning 
books, 32 borrowers, whose ages range 
from 38 to 91 years and who could not 
read any type before, have learned to 
read either Moon type, New York point, 
both of these, or Braille. Besides these, 
there are 30 who knew some type and 
have learned to read one or two other 
types. 

Magazines were donated by Wm. A. 
Miller of Los Angeles, E. V. Robinson 
of Hynes and H O. Childs of Oakland. 

Home Geography, part I, in New 
York point, has been added by gift. 

Texts for the aged, in Giant size Moon 
type, Psalms 32, 51, 130 and 143, and 
Psalms 34, 86 and 96 in regular Moon 
type, have been added recently. 

The Moon magazine in Moon type and 
the Matilda Ziegler magazine in Braille 
and in New York point are being received 
monthly and will be loaned on applica- 
tion.

THE DEPOSIT STATION, BRANCH

Alameda Public Library, i branch 
library. 

The West End Reading Room, * situated 
on Webster street, near Santa Clara 
avenue, was established in 1891 as a 
branch of the Alameda Free Public 
Library. In 1894 the present curator, 
Mrs Mary L. Marshall, was placed in 
charge, and under her management the 
Reading Room has grown in usefulness 
and patronage. It is open to the pub- 
lic every day except Sundays and holi- 
days from 9 A. M. to 9 p. M. The rent 
for the building is $25 per month and 
the salary of the curator $30. Lights 
are provided by the city free of charge. 

There is a reference library of 75 
books, and a circulating library of about 
700 books, which belong to the main 
collection. These are loaned for as long 
a period as desired, after which they are 
returned and others substituted. 

Ten newspapers and 20 periodicals are 
provided for the use of the patrons. 
The books in the circulating department 
are loaned to borrowers under a separate 
charging system from that operating in 
the main library, a report being made at 
headquarters once a month. 

Besides this, for the convenience of 
patrons, books are received and dis- 
tributed from the main library through 
the West Bnd branch three times a 
week, the borrower's card being held 
at the main library. Books sent and is- 
sued in this way average about 300 a 
month.

The Berkeley Public Library, soon 
after its organization as a part of the 
municipal government, established two 
branch reading rooms, one in the south- 
ern partt of the town and one in the 
west part. A carefully selected list of 
periodicals costing about $75 was placed 
in each room with several of the daily 
newspapers, and the rooms were fitted 
up with carpets, tables, chairs, desks, 
etc., making them comfortable and 
pleasant places for the readers. A cura- 
tor was employed at each room at a 
salary of $25 per month, and rooms 
opened to the public each week day 
from 2 to 6 and 7 to 9 p. m., and each 
Sunday from 2 to 5 p. m. 

To better accommodate the residents 
of these sections of the town, a mes- 
senger was employed at $10 per month 
to bring orders for books left at the 
reading rooms to the library, and to 
deliver the books at each of the reading 
rooms daily except Sunday. During the 
past year there were 65,649 visitors regis- 
tered at the two rooms, about an equal 
number at each, and 12,820 books loaned 
out through these rooms. Lately about 
400 volumes have been placed in each 
room as a nucleus for branch libraries,

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and the number of volumes is being 
increased at each room.

No attempt is made to circulate books 
in either station, but they are kept in 
the rooms for the use of the members of 
each respective association and club. 
No expense is attached to either. The 
secretary of the Y. M. C. A. is responsible 
for the books at the Y. M. C. A., and 
Miss Fanny Bixby for those at the News 
Boys' Club. The News Boys' Club has 
about 75 members enrolled, and Miss 
Bixby is doing excellent work with the 
little chaps.

The delivery versus the deposit system at 

the outlying stations of the Oakland 

Free Library, by Chas. S. Greene, 

Librarian. 

The reasons why the Oakland Free 
Library adopted its present scheme of 
supplying books to its more distant 
patrons root back a good way in its his- 
tory. For many years it has carried on 
outlying reading rooms. The first was 
that at West Oakland, established in 
August, 1878, the same year that the 
Library became public property, then 
East Oakland in October of the same 
year, North Oakland in 1887, Twenty- 
third avenue in 1890, and the last two, 
Alden and Golden Gate, established in 
1899. These were simply rented rooms, 
usually a store, furnished plainly with 
racks, tables, and chairs for the patrons 
and a desk or counter for the curator. 
About $150 per annum was spent in sup- 
plying these with a list of the most pop- 
ular magazines, weeklies and dailies. 
The curators were persons of no library 
training or pretensions, and did the jani- 
tor work besides keeping the rooms open 
ten or twelve hours a day. The total 
annual cost averaged about $1,100 per 
room. 

In these rooms there gradually accu- 
mulated a few books, bound magazines, 
the simplest of reference books, an atlas, 
a dictionary, a directory, and the like. 
In 1895 an attempt was made to serve 
books from these rooms on order from 
the main library. An arrangement was 
made with the owner of a horse and 
wagon to go to each room daily carrying 
to and fro the books desired and returned. 
The cost of this service was $25 per 
month. Separate membership cards 
were issued for each room, good only at 
that one place. The system soon broke 
down, for it was discovered that the 
cost was far too great in comparison with 
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the drculatioii coat in any otber part of 
the system.

Then came the frost, the chilling frost, 
in the shape of a cut in the annual 
budget b^^ the city council, and the ex- 
periment was discontinued November 
isL It will be seen later that the de- 
posit system has worked better as to 
circulation and rapidi ty of growth * The 
curators were not enthusiastic about 
having the experiment repeated when 
times grew easier; indeed the West Oak- 
land curator told me when the matter 
came up in more modern times that four 
or ^ve of his ten books a week had been 
taken by one invalid Irish lady, who had 
since died. He was dismally certain 
that fully half the demand of that part of 
the town had died with lier. 

So for ten years there was no circula- 
tioti of books by the reading rooms. 
Two of them, Alden and 23d Avenue, 
had been given small collections of 
books that were used in the room itself. 
Alden 's gift came from Mrs A. M. 
Esterl^, who turned over to it the books 
of the Birdie Bell Junior Republic, a 



children's society conducted by her 
late sister, Mrs Stow. Tlie books num- 
bered about a thousand, but they had 
been well used and were largely juveniles 
collected by donation. The 23d A\^enue 
books were given by the 23d Avenue 
Improvement Cluh» and were but two or 
three hundred in number. These books 
had been in use several years, though 
not allowed to circulate. 

When the question rose of expanding 
the Library's usefulness to the distant 
sections of town, the conditions outlined 
seemed to point to the deposit system as 
the most promising. We had the rooms, 
well placed in the main, we had the 
curators, the light and heat, and the 
periodicals current and accumulated, as 
a foundation. We had the tradition of 
the expensiveness of the daily deli very- 
plan. We had books in some of the 
rooms. It was decided to add to these 
books a few hundred each year and 
allow them to circulate. Since the cura- 
tors had no library training, as much as 
possible of the work was done at the Li- 
brary . The books were sent out classi- 
fied, catalogued, and ready for use. The 
cards were made interchangeable^ and 
fill issued at the Library, although a 
supply of blank applications is kept at 
the Reading Rooms and when filled 
sent in by maih 

The success of the scheme has seemed 
to us undoubted, the circulation has 
grown constantly, as shown by the table;

A timely bequest of $1000 *'for the 
Oakland Reading Room'* in the will of 
the late Constance Caroline Ver Huell, 
was received in 1907, and the Trustees 
voted to make of it the foundation of the 
reference section of the reading rooms. 
Accordingly a half morocco set of the 
Century Dictionary with the atlas, and 
a set of the International Cyclopaedia 
was bought from each room. 

Possibly now, after two years or so, 
there might to advantage be some shift- 
ing about of the books from one room to 
another, but the more popular books 
have been so much used that they are 
nearly or quite worn out, and it would 
be only a few score books in each room 
that could be shifted to advantage. 
Rather is the demand for more books 
felt. Every shipment is eagerly awaited 
and results in a new jump in the circula- 
tion figure. 

This means that soon these rooms will 
become true branch libraries and de- 
mand larger and more specialized quar- 
ters. It is the desire of the Trustees to 
secure lots and erect buildings that will 
serve this growing demand ; for several 
times a Reading Room has been dis- 
placed from some whim of a landlord. 
The Alden room was forced out of its 
home because an enterprising saloon 
man offered the landlady a larger rental. 

The cost of circulation, thus conducted, 
is not easy to arrive at ; for much of the 
work is done with other work at the 
Library, but as nearly as I can compute 
it is about 4.8 cents, as against something 
near ten cents in the previous experi- 
ment. I understand, of course, that 



only the peculiar conditions of the 
Oakland situation make the disparity 
so great, but it seems, nevertheless, that 
economy would always rest with the 
deposit system rather than the delivery 
system. Another reason for it is that 
the delivery plan calls as a necessity for 
a printed catalog and frequent finding 
lists. This cost is avoided by the other 
method; for each branch may have its 
own little card catalog, at small cost. 

Oxnard Public Library, i deposit 
station. 

Miss Field still considers their deposit 
station an experiment. She writes as 
follows about it: 

Naturally it has been my desire ever 
since the library was started to make 
ourselves as useful as possible and I 
cherished a dream of a branch on the 
factory side of town. I endeavored to 
place a few books in the factory's read- 
ing room last summer during the sugar 
campaign. The manager did not ap- 
prove. (I shall talk with the manager 
again.) I determined when that propo- 
sition was turned down to try a different 
field. So I suggested that we lend the 
Citizens' Club a few books every two 
weeks, or as often as they might desire 
them. Our first loan was made Decem- 
ber 7, 1907. It was our proposition to 
them; not a desire expressed by them. 
They take a good many magazines at 
the club, but own no books. I under- 
stand that they have two or three 
rooms — upstairs in one of the business 
blocks — very pleasantly furnished; more 
description than that I am unable to 
give, as they no longer have ladies' 
nights. The club is one block from the 
library, on B street. If there are no de- 
sires for special books I select from ten 
to fifteen volumes of good fiction (very 
occasionally something else that 1 
think — or at least hope — that they will 
like). I take the book cards from the 
pockets (we use the Newark system), 
date slips and book cards and indicate 
borrower by merely adding CC. To 
facilitate checking when the books are 
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returned I have two lists made and send 
one to the secretary of the club the fol- 
lowing day. He regards himself as re- 
sponsible for the books. Ordinarily he 
or some other member takes the books 
back and forth; sometimes they send 
their janitor. We expect the same regu- 
lations to apply to these books as to any 
others. They are loaned for two weeks, 
but any or all can be returned before 
that time, more taken at any time and 
any renewed except the very few non- 
renewable ones. We made no rules that 
the books were not to leave the club 
rooms, but they themselves did. There 
is no expense to anyone and the small 
amount of time that it takes us here at 
the library is scarcely worth consider- 
ing — not more, I should say, than half or 
three quarters of an hour a month! We 
certainly think it pays and it seems to 
be growing in popularity with the vari- 
ous members. 

I wish that our new plan were in 
working order that I might speak of 
that, too. There are a number of small 
communities scattered over the county 
where books should be welcomed. We 
planned at our last Board meeting to 
lend to two of these as an experiment — 
provided, of course, that they wish the 
books. I met a gentleman from Somis 
the other evening who we thought would 
favor the idea, and he seemed much in- 
terested. I have not yet heard from 
Camanllo. In the beginning, at least, I 
think I shall follow the same simple plan 
as that I adopted with the Citizens' Club, 
but local conditions may suggest a bet- 
ter way. There will probably be no 
expense with either of these two places, 
and if we are successful with them I 
think the Trustees will favor taking in 
other places. 

Pasadena Public Library, i deposit 
station. 
The Public Library has for some time 
been loaning books to the North Pasa- 
dena Reading Room, but may not con- 
tinue to do so. During this last March 
one of the assistants of the Public Li- 



brary was deputized to spend one after- 
noon each week at the deposit station 
and report on the desirability of contin- 
uing the loan of books from the library. 
It has been decided for some time that 
the deposit station should not be contin- 
ued unless the main library is able to 
furnish a regular assistant. 

Riverside Public Library. 

It is planned to start a branch library 
at Arlington as soon as the building 
there is completed. $5,000 has been set 
aside by the city for a combination fire 
hall and library and it is hoped that it 
will be completed in about four months. 

Sacramento Public Library. 

Plans are now under consideration to- 
open the Public Library to the county. 

San Francisco Public Library. 4 

branch libraries and 6 delivery sta- 
tions. 
The development of the San Franciseo- 
branch libparies, by George T. Clark, 
formerly Librarian of the San Fran- 
eisco Public Library and now Librarian 
at Stanford University: 
Some years ago the Librarian of the 
San Francisco Public Library conceived 
the notion of ascertaining just what por- 
tions of the city were reached by the 
library service. A large scale map of 
the city was obtained; the addresses of 
all cardholders were assorted by street 
and number, and a dot was stamped 
upon the map to represent the residence 
of each. There were 30,000 cardholders, 
and it required an equal number of dots 
to show where each of them lived. A 
red dot indicated a cardholder using the- 
main library while a green dot meant 
that the person so indicated was a patron, 
of a branch library. When the plotting 
was completed the depth of coloring 
showed at a glance the position of each 
library. The immediate vicinity of the 
main library was colored a solid red, 
thinning out as the distance from the li- 
brary increased, and similar effects in 
green pointed to the whereabouts of the 
respective branches. It was noticeable,. 
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also, that practically all of the readers of 
the respective branches could be included 
in circles described with the branches as 
centers and with radii varying from one 
half to three fourths of a mile. The main 
library, with its larger collection of books 
and also from the fact of its being on the 
line of travel between the business quarter 
and the greater residence section, had 
readers scattered over nearly the entire 
area of the city, but the majority of its 
readers also came within the mile limit. 
Three fourths of a mile, however, seems 
to be about as far as the average person 
will go for a book. 

This fact was not appreciated when 
branch libraries were first established in 
San Francisco. The idea then was that 
they should be located in the remote, 
outlying districts, even though sparsely 
populated ; the main library would suffice 
for the less remote and more populous 
districts. Accordingly in 1888 three 
branches were opened, at the Mission, 
North Beach and Potrero respectively, 
while in 1892 a fourth was established in 
the Richmond section north of the Park. 

The reading room feature prevailed in 
the equipment of these branches. They 
were provided with newspapers and 
magazines and some of the more 
common reference books, but the supply 
of readable books for home use was in 
those early years very inadequate. Too 
much dependence was placed on the 
ability of the main library to fill the 
orders brought in daily from the branches, 
instead of developing the branches to the 
point where they could themselves meet 
the majority of the calls made upon 
them. Practically they were delivery 
stations with reading room features 
added, and as the main library was not 
equipped with a sufficient store of the 
sort of books that the branches called 
for to fill orders promptly, the circula- 
tion languished. 

Furthermore, two of the branches had 
been established in districts very thinly 
populated, their establishment being 
justified by reason of the distance of 
these districts from the main library. 



The cost of equipment and maintenance 
seemed beyond all reason when com- 
pared with the number of books circu- 
lated. 

These were the conditions prevailing 
in 1894. The combined annual circula- 
tion of the four branches at that time 
was 52,619 volumes. Ten years later the 
same four branches had developed an 
annual circulation of 264,451 volumes, 
and the steps by which it was attained 
will be briefly outlined. 

Two of the branches were moved to 
districts more densely populated, a 
delivery station being substituted for 
one of them ; mere remoteness was no 
longer regarded as sufficient ground for 
the establishment of a branch; a de- 
livery station which could be maintained 
for one tenth the cost, would enable the 
people to keep in touch with the library. 
Branches were to be maintained only 
where there was a possible clientele that 
would produce a circulation commensu- 
rate with the cost of maintenance. 

As rapidly as circumstances permitted 
the branches were provided with larger 
and better accommodations and the 
readers were given access to the shelves. 
The open shelf system, begun in 1895, 
doubtless was the most important factor 
in the subsequent growth of the branch 
libraries. The privilege was greatly 
appreciated by the readers, it was labor 
saving, and the loss of books has been 
slight in comparison with the large 
number circulated. 

The number of books at the branches 
was largely increased and care was taken 
to keep them in good condition. As soon 
as a book was worn out it was replaced by 
a fresh, clean copy; or, if it was one no 
longer in demand it was condemned and 
another title was added instead. Only 
*'live," active books were kept at the 
branches. With their limited shelf 
space there was no room for lumber. 

Finally, by means of the "Monthly 
Bulletin" and by printed finding lists 
the branch readers were enabled to avail 
themselves of the books at the main 
library. The branch ^^librarians ^were 
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called together for frequent conferences, 
which unquestionably resulted in a 
better service by reason of the discussion 
of the needs of the branches and 
methods of administration, and the 
mutual exchange of experiences. 

New branches were established in 
thickly populated residence districts^ 
due regard being given to the location 
with respect to existing libraries, it 
being desired to maintain an interval 
of at least one and one half miles in a 
direct line between any two libraries. 
But population and absence of library 
facilities, instead of mere distance, were 
the determining factors which led to the 
choice of locations. 

The library authorities, however, did 
not ignore the claims of even the re- 
motest resident to some participation in 
the benefits of an institution to the 
support of which all taxpayers contrib- 
uted. The delivery station was the 
arm by which the library reached out to 
place itself in touch with the thinly 
populated outlying districts. The sta- 
tions were usually established in drug 
stores.* Books ordered from the main 
library were delivered three times a 
week. To avoid the necessity of sending 
to the main library except in cases where 
particular titles were wanted, about 300 
books were kept at each station. These 
were supplied from a traveling collec- 
tion formed for the purpose and were 
shifted frequently from station to sta- 
tion in order that the readers might 
have as much variety as possible under 
the circumstances from which to make 
their selection. The keeper of the store 
secured a small monthly payment in 
return for the space and service. The 
circulation of the stations varied from 
250 to 700 volumes a month according to 
the characteristics of the respective 
localities. Without such a medium the 
library would have remained inacces- 
sible to many who doubtless would have 
profited by their contact with it.

We have four branches in operation, 
and six delivery stations. The latier 
are located in parts of the city which 
are far removed from the main or branch 
libraries. These stations are located in 
suitable stores, usually drugstores,! and 
the proprietor lakes entire charge of the 
issue and return of the books, collection 
of fines » compHatioti of statistics, etc. 
For this service he is paid $15 per month. 

The books used by the delivery sta- 
tions are known as the deposit collection 
and are kept separate from the other 
books in the library. About two hun- 
dred books are usually kept on deposit 
at each station. A record is kept of just 
what books have been sent to each sta- 
tion, and they are changed about as may 
seem advisable on account of the de- 
mand, the length of time they have 
been at the station, etc. The whole col- 
lection is not necessarily moved as a 
unit. For the most part the collection 
consists of fiction and a few of the most 
popular books in other lines of litera- 
ture; there h a considerable number of 
German and French novels, and these 
are occasionally loaned to the branches 
also. Patrons of the stations are not 
restricted to the volumes which may be 
on deposit at the station, but may send 
in a request for any volume in the li- 
brary and it will be sent out if it is a 
volume which circulates. A messenger 
from the library visits the stations 
twice a week to deliver books that may 
ha%^e been requested and to bring back 
any that may have been returned to the 
station. Requests for books which are 
in the main library are not held at the 
station until the messenger arrives, but 
are sent in by mail so that the patron 
may not be kept waiting any longer than 
is necessary. The messenger service to 
and from the stations is maintained at 
the expense of the library. 

tSce lUusitratian^page 11a. 
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Of the four branches the library owns 
two of the buildings* and rents the other 
two. Each branch has its own collec- 
tion of books, varying in number accord- 
ing to the demands of the locality in 
which the branch is situated. At the 
present time the smallest branch, the 
one in the Richmond district, contains 
approximately 4,700 volumes, and the 
Mission branch containes 12,000 volumes. 
Books from the main library are loaned 
through the branches in precisely the 
same way as they are loaned through 
the deposit stations. Upon receipt of a 
request from a branch for a book which 
is in the main library the book is looked 
up, and if it is not in circulation it is 
sent out at the next trip of the messen- 
ger to the branch. As the messenger visits 
each branch every day but Sundays, there 
is but little delay in getting the book to 
the borrower. One attendant has charge 
of this work with the branches and 
stations and devotes all her time to it. 
A branch librarian has charge of each 
branch, and has as many assistants as 
are necessary to wait on the public. As 
certain hours of the day are alwavs 
busier than others a number of assist- 
ants are employed on part lime to cover 
these busy periods. Boys also are em- 
ployed after school hours to put away 
books, etc. 

In none of the branches is there pro- 
vision for a separate children's room, 
but the children's books are kept to- 
gether in one corner of the room.f The 
more common books of reference are 
purchased for the branch libraries, the 
best of the fiction and the most popular 
of the books in other classes of litera- 
ture; the class of people using any par- 
ticular branch being taken into consider- 
ation in making purchases for it. The 
books for the branches are catalogued 
and made ready for use at the main li- 
brary. Statistics of circulation, cards 
issued, etc., are kept by the branch li- 
brarians, and a report sent in to the

main library at the end of each month. 
The more jMDpular periodicals are kept 
on file at the branches, and copies of the 
local newspapers. 

With the exception of the Richmond 
branch, which is not open in the morn- 
ing, except on Saturdays, the hours of 
opening and closing are the same at the 
branches as at the main library. 

San Jose Public Library. 

A proposition to establish a reading 
room or branch of the Public Library in 
the northeastern portion of the city has 
recently been made to the library trus- 
tees by Miss Barmby, the Librarian, and 
it is receiving very favorable consider- 
ation. 

Santa Cruz Public Library, i branch 
library. 
No account of the branch has been 
received. 

Santa Monica Public Library, i 

deposit station. 
After several attempts to start a deliv- 
ery station at Ocean Park, one was 
finally located in a drug store in Sep- 
tember, 1904. t The first year the ex- 
change was 576 and last year it was 1805 
books. Ocean Park is part of the Santa 
Monica township, situated about a mile 
from Santa Monica with trolley-car serv- 
ice. The exchange of books is made 
every Monday, Wednesday and Friday. 
Patrons using this medium of exchang- 
ing books send their order with the 
books returned, and the library does the 
best it can for them. A type- written 
catalog is placed at the drug store, but 
most of the patrons prefer making their 
lists at times when they are able to visit 
the main library. The man who has 
charge of the drug store is paid $2 a 
month for the storage of the books placed 
there, and a schoolboy who lives half 
way between towns and who carries the 
books back and forth is paid 25 cents a 
trip. Last year the expense was (59.25.

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Woodland Public Library— a county 
library. 

Dr John T. Grant, President of the 
Public Library Trustees, writes as fol- 
lows concerning the relation of the 
Woodland Public Library and the resi- 
dents of Yolo County: 

Relying upon my memory (not having 
at hand the records) I believe that we 
first presented to the county Board of 
Supervisors the matter of opening the 
library to the county at the December 
meeting of that board in 1905, and at 
that meeting they voted us a check for 
|200, possibly in the spirit of experi- 
ment and of doubt. The question of the 
legality of such action on the part of the 
county board arose, and they were ad- 
vised by the county attorney that it 
would be perfectly legal to draw such 
check on the fund when the county is 
allowed for advertising its resources, and 
it was so ordered. 

In December, 1906, we renewed our 
request and again received $200, the 
county board having become thoroughly 
convinced, I believe, of the great benefit 
which the arrangement had proved to 
the non-residents of the city. 

The next annual request, owing to the 
financial flurry, was postponed till Feb- 
ruary, 1908, and was granted unani- 
mously, without argument, the library 
board again receiving $200. 

The Supervisors have made the library 
board no promises for the future, and 
we have asked none, though we feel sure 
that the gain to non-residents of the 
city is so evident that the arrangement 
will grow into a permanent thing. 

Our invitation contains this wording: 
*^ Every resident of Yolo County ^ who 
is over ten years old, is invited to par- 
ticipate in all the privileges of Wood- 
land's Free Public Library, without 
charge. ^^ This, together with some 
condensed information concerning the 
library and its privileges, we have had 
printed on cards (say 9x11 inches) and 
have endeavored to have them displayed 
in all public places in the county. 
Miss Dexter, our efficient Superintendent 



of Schools, ever ready to help a good 
cause, has greatly aided us in this matter 
by placing these cards in the country 
school houses, when visiting schools. 

We receive from the town of Wood- 
land about $1,000 annually. The out- 
side patronage is constantly increasing 
with marked enthusiasm and apprecia- 
tion, though we have not yet felt called 
upon to provide deposit stations, nor 
have we done much forwarding by mail, 
but patrons have the privilege of renew- 
ing by mail. We have contemplated 
establishing deposit stations, etc., as 
occasion demands. 

In real literary service, in my opinion, 
the county is without question the greater 
gainer, though of course the library is 
made more efficient by the financial aid. 
Then, too, not the least of our rewards is 
the consciousness of having passed along 
a good thing. **Does it pay?" Finan- 
cially speaking, I don't know, but I 
believe that it does, and I shall watch 
its development with much interest, 
knowing that there is much room for 
improvement. 

Now that the matter is up, it may 
interest you to know what suggested our 
request to the Board of Supervisors. A 
small boy who had devoured every thing 
in the country school library asked of us 
the privileges of the city library and we, 
not wishing to establish a questionable 
precedent of free privilege, * 'Chipped 
in" and paid his monthly dues for a 
time, but we were soon overwhelmed by 
requests from other * 'youngsters'* who 
had caught the spirit in the atmosphere 
or elsewhere, so we cried for help from 
the Board of Supervisors, with the result 
as stated. 

A BRIEF SKETCH OF THE DEVELOP- 
MENT OF COUNTY LIBRARIES IN 
THE UNITED STATES: 

The first legislation for county libraries 
to which reference can be found was in 
Indiana in 1816, when the constitution 
of that state was adopted. It provided 
that '*the General Assembly, at the time 
they lay off a new county, shall cause at 
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least io% to be reserved out of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of town lots in the seat 
of justice of such county, for the use of 
a public library for such county ..." 
At the first session of the General 
Assembly provision was made for the 
establishment of a county library in 
Pike County and in 1818 for the es- 
tablishment of libraries in six other 
counties.. In 1824 the first legislative 
provision for the organization and main- 
tenance of these libraries was passed. 
From time to time the original law was 
amended, but as the counties were never 
empowered to make an appropriation of 
more than $75 per year for the purchase 
of new books, the libraries gradually 
disappeared. 

The next legislative enactment for the 
establishment of libraries for the use of 
counties seems to have been in Wyoming 
. in 1886. This law provided for the levy 
of from yi to )^ mill for the establish- 
ment and maintenance of a public 
library, to be located at the county seat. 

In 1898 two libraries in Ohio began 
county extension work under laws I 
framed especially for their benefit — the 
Cincinnati Public Library and the Brum- 
back Library, of Van Wert. The city 
of Cincinnati, the county seat of Hamil- 
ton County, secured the passage of a 
law providing for the levy of a "tax not 
to exceed ^ of one mill on each dollar 
valuation of the taxable property of the 
county'* for the support of the Cincin- 
nati Public Library, and transferring the 
control of the library from the Cincin- 
nati Board of Education to a commission 
of seven members. Hamilton County 
has an area of 405 square miles with the 
greater portion of its population in and 
immediately surrounding the city of 
Cincinnati. The library maintains six 
branches outside the city limits, many 
delivery stations and a system of travel- 
ing libraries. Over twenty of the trav- 
eling libraries have been placed in the 
rural districts of the county, remote 
from the railroads. Teachers in the 
various schools of the county are entitled 
to borrow books from the main library 



to re-issue to their pupils, but the num- 
ber is limited to one half the number of 
pupils in the room. During the year 
ending April, 1907, the central library 
circulated 494,379 volumes and its vari- 
ous branches and delivery stations 
within the city and in the county circu- 
lated 412,672 volumes. 

The law passed by the same legisla- 
ture for the benefit of the Bmmback 
Library was a more general act, author^ 
izing the establishment of county 
libraries and providing for the levy of 
a tax by the county commissioners. 
This legislation was secured by the ex- 
ecutors of the will of J. S. Brumback, 
who left $50,000 for the erection of a 
library building in Van Wert, provided 
the library should be free to all resi- 
dents of the county. Unlike Hamilton 
County, Van Wert County has a dis- 
tinctly rural population. The county 
has over 35,000 inhabitants and Van 
Wert, with 8000 people, is the only 
large town. Sixteen branch libraries, 
much like delivery stations in a city 
system, are maintained, and special 
collections are loaned to clubs, church 
societies and similar organizations, and 
to schools. The custodian of each 
branch library is paid $50 per year. As 
yet none of the branch libraries have 
reading rooms, but the library hopes to 
establish them in incorporated villages 
where the interest justifies the expense. 

The establishment of the Washington 
County Free Library of Hagerstown, 
Maryland, was almost simultaneous 
with the founding of the Brumback 
Library. Similarly, its extension work 
resulted from a wish on the part of its 
founder, Mr B. F. Newcomer, that the 
library should be free to the county. 
In 1898 the legislature of Maryland 
passed two acts, one empowering 
Hagerstown to make an annual ajipro- 
priation of $1,000 for the maintenance of 
the library, and the other empowering 
Washington County to make an annual 
appropriation for the same purpose. 
The library was opened in August, 1901, 
and within a year deposit stations had 
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been established in 23 of the 26 voting 
districts of the county. The books were 
sent out in cases holding about 50 vol- 
umes, to be returned every 60 or 90 
days for renewal or exchange, the 
library paying all expenses of transpor- 
tation, etc. The second year the library 
' began sending out collections to Sunday 
schools, limiting the service to places 
where there were churches with no set- 
tled preaching. During the third year 
of the library's existence the number of 
deposit stations was increased to 55, and 
in two incorporated villages permanent 
reading rooms were established by local 
eflfort, the villages supplying the rpoms 
and librarians, and the County Library 
the books. In order to reach the more 
remote sections of the county, a book 
wagon was fitted up and sent out, the 
first trip being made in I905.« The 
wagon is built with shelves on each 
side, with doors opening outward, and 
will hold about 300 volumes. The an- 
nual report of the Washington County 
Free Library for i9o6r7 shows a total of 
18,095 volumes in the library, and a total 
circulation for the year of 91,856. Of 
this, 61,110 volumes were issued from 
the central library, and 30,746 through 
branch libraries, delivery stations, 
schools, Sunday schools and the book 
wagon. 

Wisconsin has developed a slightly 
different form of county extension. In 
that state, the legislature in 1901 passed 
a law providing for the appropriation of 
a sum of money by the commissioners 
of any county, in return for which the 
library contracts to make the library 
free to the residents of the county. 
This resulted in the ^tablishment of 
several county traveling library systems. 
The law provides for the appointment 
of a "supervising librarian*' at a salary 
of not more than $50 per year, and it has 
been customary to appoint as supervising 
librarian the librarian of the public 
library at the county seat. 

In January, 1903, Oregon passed a law 
authorizing the levy of a county tax for

library purposes in counties of not less 
than 50,000 inhabitants. The law was 
so framed for the express purpose of 
giving this privilege to Multnomah 
County only. The county court at once 
levied a tax of i mill and entered into 
a ten-year contract with the Portland 
Library Association to make the library 
free to all residents of Multnomah 
County. This extension of the privi- 
leges of the library was widely adver- 
tised, through local papers and by means 
of notices in the post offices of the 
county. During the summer the libra- 
rian visited a number of the villages of 
the county and decided to send out 
boxes of books, each containing 50 
volumes. The number of deposit sta- 
tions to which these traveling libraries 
were sent soon increased to 29. In 1907 
this number was reduced to 15, because 
of the increased service through the 
schools of the county, and the estab- 
lishment of five reading rooms. These 
reading rooms are maintained by the 
cooperation of nearby residents and the 
library, the former providing the room 
heated and lighted and the latter paying 
the salary of the custodian and furnish- 
ing books and periodicals. In addition 
to keeping the reading room open five 
hours each afternoon, each custodian is 
required to spend one forenoon per week 
, at the main library for instruction. The 
head of the county department makes 
many visits to the deposit stations, 
attends Grange meetings and in every 
way possible watches for means whereby 
the library and its resources may be 
made known to the people of the county. 
The Stillwater, Minn., Public Library 
in 1904 secured an appropriation of I350 
from the county commissioners and 
made the library free to all residents of 
Washington County. Seven "extension 
libraries" were sent out into the county, 
and widely advertised. These were 
practically traveling libraries and were 
exchanged every six months. A year 
later, in 1905, a law was passed enabling 
county commissioners to make appro- 
priations, in return for which the public 
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library receiving the money is made 
free to every resident of the county. 

The only library in California which 
has extended its privileges to the whole 
county (with the exception, of course, 
of San Francisco, where the city and 
county are co-terminous) is the Wood- 
land Public Library, an account of which 
will be found elsewhere. Recently the 
Board of Supervisors of Modoc County 
voted $io per month toward the support 
of the Public Library of Alturas," the 
county seat, and in July expect to in- 
crease this sum, in return for which the 
library will be made free to all the 
county. Plans are now under considera- 
tion for the opening of the Sacramento 
Public Library to the county, and it will 
begin aggressive extension work in the 
near future. The question of making 
the Stockton Public Library free to all 
residents of San Joaquin County has 
been urged, but as yet no action has been 
taken. 

The development of the county library 
idea has been irregular and slow. In 
Wisconsin and Minnesota the trend has 
been toward county support of traveling 
library systems; Cincinnati and Portland 
are examples of the extension of the 
field of a large city library, to cover the 
needs of a tributary county; while in the 
Brumback Library and the Washington 
County Free Library at Hagerstown we 
find still another type, serving a rural 
population scattered over four or five 
hundred square miles. But whatever 
the form of the work, the object has 
been the same — the extension of the 
public library beyond the limits of the 
incorporated town, by means of funds 
secured from the county.

Annual Meeting. 

The annual meeting of the Associa- 
tion was held in San Jos^, February 
17-21, 1908. With a few exceptions, the 
program as printed in News NoUs of 
California Libraries for January, 1908, 
was carried out. 

The Library Institute, conducted by 
the State Library organizers which was 
in the nature of an experiment, proved 
to be one of the most successful features. 
The attendance was much larger than 
had been expected, over sixty library 
workers attending the various sessions. 
Important committee reports were given 
on pictures for libraries, conditions of 
librarians, cooperation among libraries, 
relation between schools and libraries 
and list of books for children. Papers 
were read by Irving B. Richman, Edward 
Hyatt, Melvin G. Dodge, Charles F. 
Curry, Milton J. Ferguson, and Mrs E. 
C. Hurff. Rufus P. Jennings, of the 
California Promotion Committee, was 
not able to be present and his paper 
was read by Charles S. Greene. Gov- 
ernor James N. Gillett, having been 
called to Washington, was unable to 
give his promised paper, but in a letter 
from him, read by President Gillis, the 
Governor expressed his regret at not 
being able to take part in the exercises 
of the Association. He spoke of the 
great importance of a library to a com- 
munity and concluded: **I wish your 
Association every success. I trust it will 
receive from the people that generous 
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support to which it is entitled, and I 
^i?Fant to assure yon that I am in full ac- 
crord with you in every undertaking 
'which stands for increasing our libraries 
and getting their volumes into the 
bands of the people." 

The President's report showed a grati- 
fying growth during the year. There 
has heen a gain of sixty individuals and 
thirty-two libraries. 

The finances are in satisfactory con- 
dition, there being a balance in the treas- 
ury of I258.95. 

The sodal features of the meeting in- 
cluded the reunions of the library 
schools and training classes, a reception 
by the Woman's Club of iSan Jos^, the 
annual dinner, at which one hundred 
and twenty-seven guests were present, 
and a trolley rtde to Congress Springs 
and Los Gatos given by the San Josd 
Chamber of Commerce* 

An account of the annual meeting ap- 
peared in Public Libraries for April, 
Z90S. The full proceedings will be 
^printed in the Handbook of the Asso- 
ciation, which is now in course of prep- 
aration, and which wall be sent to each 
member of the Association.

The 2oth annual report of the Water 
and Lighting Department of Harris- 
burg, Penn., is of special interest on 
account of the full description of the 
successful working of the filter plant, 
through which the city water supply, 
obtained from the Susquehanna river, 
is almost entirely rid of bacteria. 

Reference and Loan Department. 

The Reference and Loan Department 
aims to give the people of the State 
access to the valuable material contained 
in the State Library. Information on 
any subject will be furnished upon writ- 
ing to the Library, stating as concisely 
as possible just what is wanted. Books 
will be loaned to any resident of the 
State who applies through a local 
library, an educational institution, a 
State traveling library, a registered study 
club, or a Superior Judge. In towns 
where there is no library, educational 
institution, Statetraveling library, or reg- 
istered study club, special arrangements 
have been made with the Wells-Fargo 
Companv by which their agent will 
vouch for the identity of the person 
applying for books. The borrower pays 
express charges both ways, and the 
books may be kept three weeks from the 
date they leave the State Library. Appli- 
cation blanks and circulars containing 
full information will be sent on request. 

The alterntions now being made in the 
Capitol have necessitated the packing 
and storing of nearly all the books in the 
Library and closing it to the public. It 
will therefore be impossible to carry on 
the work of the Reference and Loan De- 
partment until the work of construction 
in the Library is sufficiently completed 
to permit the replacing of the books on 
the shelves. 

During the time the Library is closed, 
much work will be done in the way of 
building up the Department and putting 
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it in a condition where it will be of 
greater service to the public than ever 
before. The latest and best reference 
works will be purchased and bibliog- 
raphies on special subjects procured. 
There is a constant demand for books on 
art by art students and clubs not only in 
Sacramento, but throughout the State, 
and special attention will be given to this 
section for the future use of such students. 

The work of recataloging now in prog- 
ress will greatly facilitate the work of 
the Department in bringing out much 
valuable material by means of analytical 
references. 

Notice to borrowers will be given 
through the News Notes of California 
Libraries and by circular letter when the 
work of the Department is resumed. 

Catalog Department. 

The work of the Catalog Department 
is proceeding along two parallel lines : 
the cataloging of the regular additions 
of new books, and the recataloging of 
much material needing a fuller treatment 
than it has heretofore received. The 
printed cards from the Library of Con- 
gress are used for all new copyrighted 
books and for the recataloging as Tar as 
they can be obtained. The use of the 
printed cards results in a great saving of 
time, although they have to go through 
the typewriter for the addition of the 
subject or title heading and book number. 

During the months of January, Feb- 
ruary and March 1233 volumes were 
cataloged, adding 5754 cards to the cat- 
alog. 

California Historical Department. 

The California Historical Department 
aims to have a thoroughly good collec- 
tion of books on the history and descrip- 
tion, resources and industries of the 
State, as well as the works of California 
authors in all departments of literature. 
These are made accessible by means of 
a card catalog. Full names and bio- 
graphical sketches of California authors, 
pioneers and early settlers are being 
secured, together with their photographs. 
The collection of bound periodicals is 
quite large. The Department also con- 
tains over 3000 bound volumes of news- 
papers, a file of which is being indexed 
with reference to the history of the State. 
Students will be assisted in their work. 

Pioneers and Early Settlers. 

The biographical card of General 
Mariano Guadalupe Vallejo has been 
sent to the Department by his daughter. 



His career is so familiar to all Cali- 
fornians that it is unnecessary to give it 
here. 

Colonel Alexis Waldemar von Schmidt 
was a civil engineer who arrived in San 
Francisco in 1849. He surveyed the 
state line between California and Nevada 
and many of the county lines. He also 
removed "Blossom Rock** from San 
Francisco Bay, invented the first pump 
dredger and was foremost in his pro- 
fession for many years. His death 
occurred in Alameda, May 24, 1906. 

Patrick Crowley is a name revered by 
all San Franciscans. He served as Chief 
of Police of the city for twenty-five 
years, and his public career was above 
reproach. At the time of his death he 
was a Director of the Hibernia Bank. 

Benjamin Parke Avery was a man of 
rare ability. He held many public of- 
fices, among them that of State Printer 
and United States Minister to China. 
He owned and published several papers 
in various parts of the State, and at dif- 
ferent times was editor of the San Fran- 
cisco Bulletin and the Overland monthly , 
He difd in China in 1875, during his 
term of oflfice.

Donations.

journal kept by G. P. Kellogg. 

Pictures. 

Photographs are being received daily 
and the picture section is rapidly becom- 
ing of interest and value. 

Extension Department. 

The Extension Department aims to do 
the work which in many states is under 
the supervision of a public library com- 
mission. The Department was estab- 
lished in • 1903 and began work in 
December of that year by sending out 
traveling libraries to communities 
without library facilities. The Depart- 
ment now has four separate divisions: 
(i) Traveling Libraries; (2) Study Club 
Libraries; (3J Public Libraries; (4) Books 
for the Blind. 

Traveling Libraries Division. 

Traveling libraries are made up of 
fifty volumes each, and are sent to any 
community without a public library on 
the application of five resident taxpayers. 
There is no charge for the use of these 
libraries and the transportation both 
ways is paid by the State Library. A 
library may be kept three months, and 
by special permission may be retained 
an additional three months. Circular 
and application blank are sent on 
request. 

The first traveling library was sent out 
December 14, 1903. There are now 389 
communities in California that have 
formed library associations and have the 
privilege of borrowing State traveling 
libraries. These associations are divided 
by counties, as follows: Alameda 6, Al- 
pine I, Amador 3, Butte 7, Calaveras 6,

During January, February and March 
9 new applications were received for 
libraries. 

The total number of borrowers for 
the 175 libraries returned during Janu- 
uary, February and March was 4940 and 
the circulation 15,460, as follows: 8167 
fiction; 3835 juvenile; 3458 miscellaneous. 

Study Club Division. 

Study Club libraries are loaned to any 
registered club on the application of two 
resident taxpayers. These libraries are 
sent out to encourage the foundation and 
maintenance of clubs for systematic 
study. There are no registration fees, 
but for each study club library the fee of 
$1.50 for each 25 (or less) books must be 

?aid in advance toward expense of service, 
his fee entitles the club to one ship- 
ment (to and from), express free. A 
study club library may be kept three 
months, and by special permission the 
time may be extended. The circular 
and registration-application blank will 
be sent on request. 

It will not be possible for some time to 
fill requests for study club libraries, be- 
cause these books are sent out from the 
main collection, which is not accessible 
at present. 

Public Libraries Division. 

The public library is the natural out- 
growth of the traveling library. Where 
the demand for books is greater than 
can be met by the 50 books of the travel- 
ing library, a town is ready for a library 
of its own. 

Since November, 1905, two library or- 
ganizers have been kept in the field to 
encourage the establishment of libraries, 
to visit those already established and to 
give advice and assistance to public libra- 
ries throughout the State in regard to 
library methods, library buildings, etc. 



The annual reports of all libraries in 
the State are also kept on file in this 
division. 

This division is also making a collec- 
tion of the floor plans and exterior and 
interior views of California library build- 
ings and of all publications of California 
libraries. As soon as the collection is 
fairly complete, it will be listed in the 
News Notes of California Libraries, 

Sample sets of blanks and forms for 
the use of libraries have been made up 
and a set will be mailed to any library 
upon request. 

During January, February and March 
the two library organizers- made 44 
visits to 41 towns, many of the visits 
having been made for the purpose of 
aiding libraries that were already estab- 
lished. 

On January 8, *o8, the ordinance was 
passed establishing a free public library 
in Alturas, Modoc co., and on February 3, 
*o8, in Lakeport, L^ake co. 

In February the library organizers 
conducted an Institute in connection 
with the annual meeting of the Califor- 
nia Library Association, held in San 
Jos^, Feb. 17 to 22. 

The total number of libraries estab- 
lished since November, 1905, is 30, as 
follows: Alhambra, Alturas, Auburn, 
Benicia, Biggs, Boulder Creek, Crescent 
City, Dixon, Elsinore, Gilroy, Glendale, 
Jackson, Lakeport, Lincoln, Lodi, Lom- 
poc, Modesto, Monterey, OroviUe, 
Placerville, Porterville, Redondo, Rock- 
lin, Salinas, Santa Maria, Sausalito, 
Suisun, Ukiah, Willits and Willows. 

Books for the Blind Division. 

Embossed books in four different types 
are sent to any blind resident of Cali- 
fornia upon application, and collections 
of from 10 to 25 books will be loaned to 
any public library that can vouch for at 
least 5 borrowers, on application of its 
trustees and upon agreement to loan the 
books free to any blind applicant. Cir- 
cular and Finding list, with Call slip 
postal, or with Library trustees' applica- 
tion blank will be sent on request.

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A STATE LIBRARY SYSTEM FOR CALIFORNIA: 

A SUGGESTION. 

Outlined by J. L. GrLLis, State Librariaik. 



The Q'lMstioii of how the library may be 
made an effective part of our edncati<mal 
system is one that has long occupied the 
time and thought of the Hbrary profes- 
sion. Throughout the history of the work 
there has been a gradaal development 
from the eentraliaed library of the city, 
reaching: a few of the whole people from 
its singfe building, to the present day 
scheme of branches which aims to put 
books within easier call of alT city resi- 
dents. From actual experience it is seen 
that the library is most effective in its 
own vicinity, that its rays of influence 
rapidly become weaker as they get away 
from the center. Librarians and' other 
educators wht> have become aware of this 
fact have advocated systems of brairches 
with the hope that some day the distance 
of each person from a collection of books 
may be reduced to a minimum. But the 
process is necessarily a slow one ; and 
while more and more city dwellers have 
been provided with books, comparatively 
little thought has been given to the library 
needs of the country residents. It is true 
that the school authorities of many states, 
recognizing in a vague way the desira- 
bility of having books in every school 
district, put through laws designed to 
meet the needs of the case. But such 
efforts have not been productive of satis- 
factory results and the school authorities 
generally are perfectly willing to cooperate 
in any new library scheme that promises 
to become more effective. 

About ten years ago the county library 
plan began to be tried in two Ohio coun- 
ties ; since that time this system of 
providing books for the residents outside 
of cities has spread to many other states. 
Such a plan is a good one ; for the reason, 
especially, that it works with a larger 
unit than city or town. It is certainly 
a step in the right direction and is worthy 
of a thorough trial. Such a plan as this 



for county libraries makes it clearer that 
the library has developed in a way exactly 
opposite to that of the public school sys- 
tem. The latter was conceived as a state 
wide plan, designed to reach the children 
of every corner of the commonwealth. 
Naturally teachers have made many 
changes in the original outline ; but they 
have never experienced the slow growth 
of the plan from city to country that 
has marked library development. 

It would seem that the time is ripe 
for the institution of a large library 
system, covering the state with the 
thoroughness of the public schools. In 
time the county libraries might do the 
work for the state ; but the result would 
be surer and quicker working on a larger 
basis. At the head of the system would 
be the state librarian, having powers 
of general supfervision similar in many 
respects to those of the state superin- 
tendent of public instruction in his own 
field. A county librarian, who might well 
be the head of the largest library in the 
county, would have duties corresponding 
to those of the county superintendent of 
schools. Each school district might be 
made the library district, with its 
librarian and collection of books drawn 
from the county library. 

It becomes immediately evident that the 
plan requires no large expenditures of 
money to pay the salaries of new officers. 
The elements of the system are already 
in existence ; the requirement is that they 
be coordinated. The State Librarian is 
already doing whatever he can to aid the 
libraries of the state, but at present the 
good done is largely limited by law. 
Under some such plan as that hastily 
outlined above in order to bring it before 
the people, the great resources of the 
State Library would be more generally 
at the command of the libraries and the 
people. The present activity va. \!afe ^"sXssS^- 
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lishment of county libraries would only 
be quickened : the day would be not far 
distant when the resident of the repaotest 
country section would have in easy reach, 
not only the books of his district library, 
but also those of the county and state 
libraries. It is desired to work the plan 
out in such a way as to develop between 
the school and the library the most effec- 
tive cooperative relations. The result 
would be that the child in school, the 
parent in his work and his home would 
be supplied with books suited to his 
needs ; education would then not be a 
matter of a few youthful years in the 
schoolroom, but would be continued day 
by day through life in the use of books. 
The expense of putting the plan into 
action will not be at all burdensome. 
During 1907 the primary, grammar and 
high schools of the state spent $163,996.70 
for books and apparatus ; it is estimated 
that about a third of that sum went for 
apparatus. If the remaining $100,331.00 
could be turned over to the library sys- 
tem of the state, not only would the 
schools be provided with more books, but 
all of the residents of each district would 
also have the privilege of access to a 



library. In order to make the plan 
thoroughly effective it would of course be 
necessary possibly to double that sum of 
money. The effect upon the taxpayer, 
however, would scarcely be perceptible. 

The librarians who have been ap- 
proached upon this system are convinced 
of its wisdom. The State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction, realizing that the 
commonwealth would get a greater return 
from the money spent for public schools 
if people generally could continue their 
education in the library when their school 
days are over, is actively in sympathy 
with the plan; and will render all pos- 
sible assistance in making it a reality. 
California has the chance to do something 
for herself in a way that will not only 
be of great benefit to her people, but that 
will make an epoch in the history of 
library development It is hoped that 
all educators will discuss the subject 
thoroughly, to the end that a well digested 
plan in a new library bill may be pre- 
sented to the coming session of the 
legislature. Every one is invited to write 
the State Librarian any suggestion he 
may have towards developing the plan 
in its entirety. 
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All libraries are listed except public 
school and church libraries and those 
which belong to private individuals. They 
are arranged alphabetically by towns in 
which they are located. Tl^ose libraries 
are marked with an asterisk ( * ) • which 
are not free to the public for either loan 
or reference purposes. 

Blanks for April, May and June sta- 
tistics, and for annual report, were sent 
to all of the libraries in June. 

There are in California 112 libraries 
supported by city taxation ; 52 county 
law libraries ; 89 library buildings, of 
which 74 were gifts, and of these gifts 
KjI are from Andrew Carnegie.

Libraries are again urged 
to list their dupliciite magazine g for the 
Mngaiine Exchange, so that this v*^ry 
necessary work may go forward more 
rapidly.

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the library can not afford to bind them. 
By tying a volume as shown, with the 
tape passing twice around, once near the 
fop and once near the bottom, unbound 
periodicals may be shelved exactly as 
though bound. Incomplete volumes which 
are needed for reference work may be tied 
in the same way and marked below the 
lower band to indicate missing numbers ; 
e. g., Lacks Aug. 1906. ' This method has 
long been used by a California library. 
Another library, in adopting the idea, 
decided upon two strong rubber bands, 
but as rubber deteriorates rapidly, red 
tape or soft, strong cord is recommended. 

Library Institutes. 

The California State Library announces 
a series of three Library Institutes, of 
two weeks each, to be conducted by Miss 
Bertha Kumli and Miss Mabel E. Pren- 
tiss, Library Organizers of the California 
State Library. There will be no tuition. 

The First Institute will be held in San 
Francisco, at the State Normal School, 
August 31 to September 12, and will be 
devoted to cataloging and reference work 
only. The sessions will be from 9 a. M. 
to 1 p. M. daily, including Saturdays, 
Labor Day and Admission Day. The 
afternoons will thus be free, and some 
of them will be set aside for visits to 
neighboring libraries in San Francisco, 
Oakland, Berkeley and Alameda. The 
instruction in cataloging will be given by 
Miss Kumli, and the reference work will 
be under the direction of Miss Prentiss. 



The Second Institute of the series will 
be held in Col ton the first two weeks in 
October. Instructioil in general library 
methods will be given, and the work will 
be planned especially for librarians of 
newly established and quite small libra- 
ries. Book selection and purchase will 
be included in the course, also book 
repairing and the question of replacing 
and rebinding. A briefer course in cata- 
loging will be given, with special attention 
to work for beginners. 

The Third Institute will be held in 
Red Bluff the first two weeks in Novem- 
ber. It also will be given up to elementary 
work, covering the same ground as the 
Second Institute. 

In every case the classes will be limited, 
and inquiries regarding the work should 
be addressed to the State Library at once. 



Distributed Free to Libraries. 

In June a pamphlet entitled "Tubercu- 
losis as a disease of the masses and 
how to combat it," a prize essay by 
S. Adolphus Knopf, M. D., New York, 
was distributed free to the libraries of 
California by the State Board of Health. 
The Secretary, Dr N. K. Foster, requests 
that librarians place the pamphlet not on 
the shelves, but on the tables in the read- 
ing rooms, as he believes that in that 
way it will reach more readers. He con- 
siders the article one of the very best 
on the subject, and the subject one of 
the greatest importance to Californians.

Fourth District Meeting. 

The regular quarterly meeting of the 
B''ourth District of the California Library 
Association was held at Visalia May 30, 
1908. The meeting was called to order 
at 10 : 30 a. m. in the library and the 
reports of the libraries made as follows : 

Beale Memorial Library. Miss Bedin- 
ger stated that much had been done 
during the past year to improve the Beale 
Memorial Library. The interior has 
been retinted and many new books have 
been purchased. In addition to regular 
work, special preparation is being made 
to interest the school children in the 
library. Miss Metcalf, a teacher of the 
Bakersfield Grammar Schools, will give 
regular periods to the little children at 
the library, reading to them and helping 
them to select new books. The space 
allotted to the Children's Department is 
much too small, and an effort is to be 
made to enlarge the library. 

Kern Library. Miss Craig reported 
having nearly completed the rearranging, 
cataloging, and the accession work of the 
entire library. The card system for book 
circulation has been installed and is 
working nicely. About $25 per month 
will be allowed for a time for the pur- 
chase of books of fiction, of which there I 
is a shortage. From lists furnished by 
the teachers of the grammar schools, 
books for the school children are to be 
purchased at once. 

Hanford Library. Miss Dold made a 
most favorable report of general progress ; 



and improvement. With steady growth 
in patronage, and regular addition of 
choice reading, 400 volumes having been 
added lately, the library has grown 
beyond control of one person. To meet 
this condition steps are now being taken 
to have an assistant regularly with 
Miss Dold. 

Porterville Library. From Miss Uhrs 
report one could readily see that the 
Porterville library, which has lately 
moved into its new Carnegie building, has 
been undergoing a busy siege. The books 
have been accessioned and classified and 
a shelf list is now in progress. 

Selma Library. Mrs Freeland reported 
that about 100 books had been purchased 
lately and that the library had been well 
patronized. 

Visalia Library. A very interesting 
report of financial gains as y^ell as 
increased book circulation and daily 
patronage was given by Mrs McEwen, 
the librarian, and Trustees Stewart and 
Sweet. Funds have been donated to the 
library by various organizations whose 
treasuries have contained a balance. The 
well supplied Juvenile Department with 
convenient chairs and table shows that 
the little folks are well treated. The 
library is also well supplied with mechan- 
ical books and reference works. There 
are about 50 magazines. 

No other libraries were represented. . 
After a short talk by the President in 
the interest of prospective libraries at 
Turlock and Fowler, the report of the 
Annual Meeting of the California Library 
Association at San JosG: was read by the 
Secretary. The report was made up from 
newspaper accounts of the entire session, 
and included several of the papers and 
remarks that had interested those in 
attendance at the San Jose meeting. The 
report of the committee on the "Coopera- 
tion among libraries" as given at the San 
Jose meeting was read also and a discus- 
sion followed. The plan of exchange for 
fiction between libraries was favored. 
Several suggestions as to a system for 
conducting such exchanges were advanced. 
As it is necessary to consult the trustees 
of the different Boards concerning such 
a movement it was regularly moved and 
carried that the plan be further con- 
sidered, that the various Boards be con- 
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suited and that the matter be taken up 
at the fall meeting. 

At noon adjournment for lunch was in 
order and those present were most loyally 
entertained at a Spanish dinner. The 
treat was a credit to the art of Spanish 
cooking, and just as creditable to the com- 
mittee in charge of refreshments, if one 
can judge from the general satisfaction 
and praise. 

The afternoon session was called to 
order at 1 : 30 p. m. and a paper, "Refer- 
ence work and reference books," by Miss 
Jean D. Baird of the Fresno library, 
was read by Miss Craig. The paper was 
interesting and made special reference to 
magazine indexes and the advantages of 
the H. W. Wilson Readers guide; also 
to the desirability of an up-to-date Ency- 
clopsedia Dictionary. In the discussion 
that fallowed, the advantage of the 
periodical index for school children was 
well and clearly defined. Following this 
a paper, "Reference work with the 
schools," by Miss Dold, further illus- 
trated the advantages of indexed maga- 
zines and also emphasized the need of the 
librarian's seeing that the school children 
thoroughly understand how to use the 
index and to trace up the information 
wanted under different headings. The 
discussion of "Public documents as ref- 
erence books" was led by Miss Uhl, who 
read an instructive selection giving much 
data as to how and what to select from 
this great store of literature as generously 
distributed by the Government. In the 
comments that followed instructive ideas 
were given about arranging the documents 
and making memoranda of the contents 
so that this class of* reference would not 
be overlooked. For this purpose, it was 
suggested that the pamphlet by J. I. 
Wyer, Jr., would be of great help. This 
is issued by the New York State Library. 

The trustees present dispensed with the 
separate session, and remained and took 
part in the entire afternoon session. The 
work of the meeting being completed, the 
President again called the attention of 
all present to the need of cooperation of 
the libraries in the Fourth District, and 
showed that much might be accomplished 
in the purchase and selection of books in 
addition to the exchange plan now under 
consideration. On a motion regularly 



carried a vote of thanks was extended 
to Visalia for her courteous entertainment 
of the visiting members of the Associa- 
tion. There being no further business 
before the Association, the meeting was 
adjourned subject to call by notification 
by the President of the time and place 
of the next meeting.

Fifth District Meeting. 

The first meeting of the Fifth District 
was held in the Stockton Public Library 
June 16, 1908, District President W. F. 
Clowdsley presiding. In his opening 
address Mr Clowdsley extended a cordial 
welcome to the visitors, and dwelt upon 
the value of membership in library asso- 
ciations. He announced "Cooperation 
among libraries" as the main theme of 
the meeting, and spoke of the intention 
of the Stockton library to specialize on 
two lines, one in theological works on 
account of the legacy of J. D. Peters of 
$2500 for religious books, and the other 
a special collection of books on mechanics. 
Other libraries could specialize on other 
lines and by a system of interlibrary 
loans could cooperate with each other. 
Mr Clowdsley was also in favor of extend- 
ing to the people of San Joaquin County 
the benefit of the books in the Stockton 
Public Library, the county to give a 
certain amount each year for the use of 
the same. 

W. P. Kimball of Stockton then read 
a valuable and timely paper on "County 
libraries." He thought that the Boards 
of Library Trustees and Boards of County 
Supervisors should cooperate "to the end 
that in every county in California one 
or more public libraries shall open their 
doors wide, so that every person in the 
county may have free access to and free 
use of their books." Mr Kimball showed 
that the plan was not only desirable but 
practical, and spoke of the fact that Yolo 
County has for two years past had the 
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privilege of using books from the Wood- 
land library. The beginning of the 
county work in Modoc County was also 
mentioned. The speaker advocated 
changes in the administration of some of 
the larger libraries before undertaking 
the wide enlargement of their circulation, 
and suggested a departmental basis. In 
closing Mr Kimball spoke of the far- 
reaching effects of making this county 
library plan universal in California, and 
th^n referred to the bequest of Augustus 
Sudbring of Germany, who formerly 
lived in Stockton, and "who was so 
impressed with the value of this library's 
work, so grateful for what its open doors 
had brought to him, that he bequeathed 
his little fortune of $2600 to the Stock- 
ton Public Library." 

Milton J. Ferguson, assistant state 
librarian, prefaced his paper on "Some 
larger problems of library development" 
by saying: "The Stockton Public 
Library is too good a thing to keep to 
yourselves," and predicted that as regards 
county libraries Stockton would follow 
the lead of Sacramento. Some of the 
problems brought out by Mr Ferguson 
in his paper were the following : Employ- 
ment of skilled workers ; Delivery of 
books at the doors of patrons ; Maintain- 
ing of publicity department ; Branch 
libraries, delivery stations, and call sta- 
tions; County library system. 

The next two speakers discussed special 
types of libraries, R. A. Lang, general 
secretary of the Y. M. C. A. of Stockton, 
reading a paper on "The public library 
and the Y. M. C. A.," and Ernest Fox, 
manager of the Stockton Coffee Club, 
giving an informal account of the "Coffee 
club and library." 

As Lauren W. Ripley of Sacramento 
was unable to be present, his paper on 
"Cooperation in library work" was read 
by Mr. Ferguson. Mr Ripley mentioned 
the important results already accom- 
plished in the library world through 
cooperation, and suggested the following 
as desirable aids still to be worked on : 
An author index to Poole ; A comprehen- 
sive subject index to fiction ; An index to 
current events on the cumulative plan, 
and An author and subject index to the 
Congressional record. 

G. M. Williams of the Antioch Free 



Reading Room spoke informally on 
"Library economy," and gave as the first 
and greatest economy cooperation among 
the four great institutions that make for 
human progress: the home, the school, 
the church, and the library. 

The afternoon session closed with the 
story hour given by Mrs M. S. Arndt. 
The subject was "Children's festivals in 
China and Japan and the manners of 
the Koreans." The library was attrac- 
tively decorated in oriental fashion, and 
the main room and gallery were filled to 
overflowing with children and adult 
visitors, all of whom were intensely 
interested. 

The evening session was largely giVen 
up to an historical review of the progress 
of the Stockton Public Library. Ad- 
dresses were made by the Rev. John 
Coyle, J. A. Sanford, Mrs Sadie E. 
Martin, F. M. West, and W. F. Clowdsley.

Sixth District Meeting. 

The Sixth District of the California 
Library Association held its first meeting 
ot the year at Santa Monica June 19, 
1908. More than GO delegates were pres- 
ent, 22 libraries of the district being 
represented. 
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The morning session wns held in the 
reading room of the Public Library, Miss 
Nellie M. Russ presiding. John A. 
Morton, president of the Santa Monica 
Library Board, gave an address of wel- 
come, to which Miss Russ responded for 
the association. A letter from the Cali- 
fornia Library • Association was read 
stating the advantages of membership, 
and asking for the hearty cooperation of 
all library workers. After the roll-call 
announcement was made of the series of 
library institutes planned by the State 
Library. Miss Russ then outlined the 
programme for the afternoon when the 
morning session adjourned. 

Automobiles were waiting and the 
visitors were entertained with a most 
enjoyable ride about the city and a fish 
dinner on their arrival at the Casino. 

The afternoon session was held in the 
First Methodist Church. H. D. Barrows 
opened the programme with a paper on 
"The Historical Society of Southern Cali- 
fornia." Miss Anna McC. Beckley then 
took up the subject of pictures for public 
libraries, emphasizing the need of good- 
pictures and calling attention to the fact 
that fine copies of the masters may often 
be found in magazines, referring especially 
to the work of Timothy Cole in the 
Century and of John La Farge in Har- 
per's magazine. Miss Beckley then spoke 
of the work done in the art department of 
the Los Angeles Public Library, of the 
system of cataloging and classification of 
pictures in use there, of an annotated 
list of 500 pictures suitable for libraries 
and schools which will be distributed free 
to members of the association, and of loans 
of pictures and of books on art which 
may be secured from the Los Angeles 
library. Miss Beckley advised the pur- 
chase of pictures by even small libraries 
and briefly explained how they should be 
classified and labeled by school, and how 
they may be pocketed and loaned in a 
similar manner to that in use where books 
are concerned. 

Wm. F. Hyde, trustee of the Palo 
Alto Public Library, spoke briefly of the 
value of the Underwood stereographs. 
Miss S. M. Jacobus, librarian of the 
Pomona Public Library, in a short talk 
on overdue postals pointed out the advis- 
ability of using a form approved by the 



post ofl5c€ authorities. An exhibit had 
been prepared showing the forms used 
by the libraries of Southern California 
and three forms submitted by the post 
office department. These approved forms 
eliminated everything but a statement 
more or less brief of the fact that a 
book was borrowed by the person 
addressed on one date and was due on 
another. After a short recess Mr Wick- 
ersham gave an account of the develop- 
ment of library work in Chicago. 

A discussion of the C. L. A. committee 
report on "Cooperation among California 
libraries" was opened by Miss Humphreys. 
The four sub-committee reports were then 
separately discussed, a considerable num- 
ber of those present taking part in an 
informal manner after the subject had 
been presented by the leaders. Miss Kyle, 
librarian of the Riverside Public Library, 
in speaking of periodical exchanges 
regretted that Xeirs notes of California 
Libraries, in which it is proposed ♦^o 
advertise wants and duplicates, has 
become a quarterly publication. Mr Hyde 
stated that the work of advertising might 
be cut in two by publishing the wants 
only. 

Miss Mary M. Bevans, formerly of the 
Wisconsin State Library Commission, 
then read a paper on "Bibliographic 
work," dealing especially with the lists 
prepared by the California State Library 
and published in News notes of California 
Libraries, with the lists to be found in 
California Library Association publica- 
tions, and with the work of the Los 
Angeles Public Library along this line. 
A plan was outlined whereby bibliog- 
raphies from various sources might be 
made readily available. Notes are made 
of each valuable list received, with name 
and date of the bulletin or publication 
in which it appeared, and these notes are 
filed according to some simple scheme of 
classification. 

The subject of "Binding and other 
work-room problems" was in charge of 
Miss C. S. Waters, librarian of the San 
Bernardino Public Library. Miss Waters 
approved the idea of cooperation in bind- 
ing as outlined in the report, and sug- 
gested the appointment of a committee 
with power to select a style of binding 
and to furnish the specifications to be 
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followed by the binder employed. It was 
pointed out by Miss Waters that even 
if the binding continue to be done outside 
the libraries as it largely is at present, 
by an arrangement among the libraries 
the shipments might be so timed that 
the binder should not be deluged with 
work at one time and at another left with 
insufficient work to keep his force busy. 
And this not so much for the comfort of 
the binder as for the greater promptness 
hoped for from such an arrangement It 
was suggested also that advantage might 
be derived from co5peration in ordering 
current books in Chivers' binding. 

At the close of the discussion, the 
Association had the pleasure of listening 
to informal talks from persons who in 
their choice of subjects were able to draw 
from a fund of wide experience or special- 
ized interests. Miss Mary L. Jones, Col. 
W. J. Handy, at one time trustee of the 
Pasadena Public Library, and Professor 
Larkin, librarian of the Lowe Observa- 
tory Library, were heard from at this 
time. CJolonel Handy spoke with mingled 
modesty and pride of the collection of 
autographs and of Califomiana in the 
Pasadena library. Professor Larkin 
concluded his remarks with an invitation 
to the Sixth District to hold its next 
meeting on Echo Mountain. 

Before the close of the meeting resolu- 
tions were unanimously adopted express- 
ing the appreciation of those present of 
the cordial welcome received and of the 
delightful manner in which they had been 
entertained.

Ninth District Meeting. 

The first meeting of the Ninth District 
of the California Library Association was 
held in Oroville, May 16, 1908. The main 
room in the library building had been 
tastefully decorated with flowers, and 
ferns, and exhibits of the work to be pre- 
sented before the meeting were arranged 
in groups about the room. 

The meeting was called to order at 2 
o'clock in the afternoon by the district 
president. Miss Ida M. Reagan, librarian 
of the Oroville Public Library. Mrs Fogg, 
president of the Library Board of Trus- 
tees, extended a cordial welcome to all 
present. The president of the district 
had chosen "Periodicals" as the subject 
to be discussed during the afternoon ses- 
sion, and in the absence of Miss Knock, 
librarian of Willows Public Library, 
who was to tell about the "Best period- 
icals for a small library," Miss Kumli 
of the State Library gave a very instruc- 
tive talk on the subject, and greatly 
interested all present. One of the prin- 
cipal points was that local conditions 
must determine the choice of magazines 
for a small library. An informal and 
animated discussion followed this talk. 

The next number was "Preparation of 
periodicals for use," by Miss Crane of 
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the Colusa library. Illustrations of prc- 
parinfT magazines before placing them on 
the reading table were exhibited, show- 
ing ruled cards for keeping records of 
both weekly and monthly periodicals. 
Home-made binders from different libra- 
ries, and binders furnished by N. S. 
Dygert of Berkeley, were also on exhibit. 
Discussion followed the reading of this 
paper and points of value to librarians 
were gained. 

Miss Scott of the Red Bluff library 
next favored the meeting with a paper 
entitled '^Making the most of a magazine 
subscription.'* This paper showed that 
the writer knew the value of magazines 
and how the best results could be obtained. 
She called attention to the use of Poole's 
index, and to the Reader's guide, as being 
invaluable in reference work. This papert 
aj well as the others read before the 
meeting, will be sent to the State Library, 
where they will be kept on file and will 
be loaned to any one wishing to read 
them. 

The "Problems of binding'* was next 
presented by Miss Subers of the Marys- 
ville City Library. This was an excellent 
paper, and Miss Subers handled her 
suBject with ease. She advocated that 
the binding for periodicals should be of 
the very best material, for periodicals 
make the best reference books, and when 
well bound last for years. 

Miss Sawyers of the Chico Public 
Library, in a paper on "Periodical odds 
and ends," gave many valuable ideas. 
She showed the source of clippings, care 
of and filing them, and their value in 
reference work. 

Miss Prentiss of the State Library ended 
the afternoon's programme by giving a 
talk especially useful to the librarians, her 
subject being "Periodicals for the libra- 
rian's own use." She emphasized the 
value of library i>eriodicaIs, and after 
referring to the Library journal and 
Public libraries, called attention to 
another class of library periodicals issued 
by the various Library Commissions at 
such low subscription rates that no libra- 
rian of a small library can afford to be 
without one or more. She mentioned as 
especially useful News notes of California 
libraries (free). New York libraries 



(twenty-five cents per year), and the 
Wisconsin library bulletin (twenty-five 
cents per year), giving illustrations of 
the useful articles which have appeared 
in these from time to time. 

The evening session was called to order 
at 8 o'clock and opened with an address 
by Mr Gillis, librarian of the State — 
Library. The address given by Mr Gillis 

was of vital interest to trustees and libra 

rians, and to citizens in general. He said_ 
it was the first duty of a board o^^ 
library trustees to select a good libra — 
rian, and then to give her a free hand. 
He complimented the Oroville Board odb. 
their selection. He advocated the opening' 
of county seat libraries to the whol^ 
county as an effective means of extending: 
their uisefulness. 

The meeting was next addressed by 
Miss Smith, librarian of the Chico State 
Normal Library. She discussed the report 
made at the annual meeting of the Cali- 
fornia Library Association at San Jose 
by the committee on cooperation. She 
told how to make magazine exchanges 
with the State Library, and discussed the 
question of book loaning from one library 
to another. 

At the close of her talk the meeting 
adjourned to meet again at the call of 
the President.

Law Department.

State officers are entitled to borrow books, 
and private individuals are accorded the 
same privilege upon presentation of an 
order signed by a Supreme, Appellate or 
Superior Judge. Books inay be kept two 
weeks, and will be once renewed for the 
same length of time. All books are sub- 
ject to recall, if required by a state 
officer. 
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Sociological Department. 

The Sociological Department, which 
includes the Legislative Reference Bureau, 
aims to furnish information on all sub- 
jects connected with the administration 
of public affairs to officials, both state 
and local, as well as to all others inter- 
ested.

The catalogue of the Chicago Munici- 
pal Library is an extremely valuable 
reference work for other libraries, cover- 
ing the fields of practical municipal 
problems as it does, with a list of prac- 
tical works. The arrangement of the 
works is rather poor, as it is at first 
difficult to see just what is intended. 

Reference and Loan Department. 

It is planned to resume the work of 
the Reference and Loan Department early 
in the fall. The books are being unpacked 
and replaced on the shelves as rapidly as 
is possible. 



Much has been done during the time 
that the library was closed to increase its 
usefulness to the public. Valuable bibli- 
ographies and reference lists have been 
collected, many new books have been 
added and a good deal of material for- 
merly inaccessible has been analyzed by 
the Catalog Department. With this 
addition&l. equipment the Reference and 
Loan Department is prepared to furnish 
some information on any and all subjects 
to the residents and institutions of the 
state. Such information will be given 
briefly by letter, or more fully through 
typewritten extracts and book loans. 

Many letters are received by the State 
Library asking questions on various sub- 
jects, as e. g. : 

Name a book which will give an account 
of the state flower. 

What department of the state publishes 
reports of irrigation companies, and how 
may they be secured. 

Send a list of short, snappy farces suit- 
able for the use of High School students. 

Send a list of recent periodical refer- 
ences on the trusts, etc., etc. 

All questions of this nature will be 
answered by letter, provided the data is 
brief. If it is too comprehensive to be 
given in a letter of ordinary length and 
is only contained in books which can not 
be permitted to leave the State Librarj', 
typewritten extracts will be sent on re- 
quest, a reasonable charge being made 
for the work of copying. 

In order that the answers to inquiries 
may be satisfactory, the writer is cau- 
tioned to state clearly, concisely and 
definitely just what is wanted. Sugges- 
tions as to possible sources where material 
may be found will be helpful. 

If it is necessary to send a certain book 
or books to answer the inquiry, notice to 
that effect will be given and the books 
forwarded in accordance with the pro- 
visions for loans, as follows : 

Residents- of the State, Libraries and 
Educational Institutions are privileged to 
borrow any books from the State Library, 
except those listed in Rule No. 5. Resi- 
dents of the state may procure loans in 
any of the following ways : 

1. By making application through a 
local library (town or county). 

2. By making application through a 
local educational instltutloiv. 
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3. By obtaining the signature of a state 
officer. 

4. In districts where there is neitlier | 
library, educational institution, nor state 
officer, any resident wishing to borrow 
books may do so by making a deposit of 
five dollars ($5), which deposit will be 
returned to the borrower when the privi- 
lege is no longer desired. The application 
in this case is made directly to the Ref- 
erence and Loan Department, with the 
amount of deposit enclosed. 

In cases 1 and 2 the business of the 
Reference and Loan Department will be 
carried on directly with the Library or 
EMucational Institution standing as 
guarantor for the individual. The best 
means of granting privileges for borrow- 
ing books will be left to the discretion of 
the person in charge of the Library or 
Institution. 

In order that calls for books may be 
filled promptly, it would be well for the 
borrower to state that in case the books 
asked for can not be sent, other works 
on the same subject may be supplied. If 
the borrower does not know the name of 
any books about a certain subject, the 
subject and particular phase which the 
borrower wishes discussed may be sent, 
and books relating to the matter will 
be forwarded. 

This arrangement for residents of the 
state does not in any way limit the 
Library or Institution from borrowing 
books for its own use. 

Guarantors and deposit-borrowers are 
expected to conform to the following 
rules : 

1. The borrower shall pay postage or 
express, both ways, on books loaned. 

2. All charges for loss or Injury to the 
books while in transit or in the borrower's 
possession shall be paid by the borrower 
upon the demand of the State Library. 

3. All books shall be considered as due 
at the State Library three weeks from 
date they are sent to the borrower. They 
may be renewed for a period of three 
weeks upon receipt of a written applica- 
tion for renewal on or before the date 
they are first due. 

4. No book shall be loaned except on 
condition that It shall be returned within 
twenty-four hours after notice Is received 
from the State Library that It Is required 
for official use. 

5. Books In constant use, or those 
purely reference In character, as diction- 
aries, encyclopedias, periodicals or rare 
Bnd costly volumes will not be loaned 

from the State Library. 



6. Except for extraordinary reasons not 
more than ten books shall be loaned to 
any Library or Educational Institution at 
one time, and not more than five books 
shall be loaned to any one individual at 
one time. 

7. Any borrower refusing or neglecting 
to conform to any rules adopted to protect 
the State Library against loss, Injury or 
Inconvenience to readers, or failing to 
return promptly and In good order any 
book lent, shall forfeit all library privi- 
leges. 

When the Reference and Loan Depart- 
ment is ready to resume operations, 
notice will be given through News Notes 
of Calif oriiia Libraries or local news- 
papers. 

Catalog Department. 

The work of the Catalog Department 
is proceeding along two parallel lines: 
the cataloging of the regular additions of 
new books, and the recataloging of much 
material needing a fuller treatment than 
it has heretofore received. 

During the process of moving the 
general library back into the Capitol the 
Catalog Department has been engaged 
in recataloging the Law Library. Full 
author and subject entries have been 
made for all the text-books and the 
reports and digests of the various states 
are nearly finished. Several months will 
be required to complete the work. 

During the months of April, May and 
June 5647 volumes were cataloged, add- 
ing 7505 cards to the catalog. 

California Historical Department. 

The California Historical Department 
aims to have a thoroughly good collec- 
tion of books on the history and descrip- 
tion, resources and industries of the State, 
as well as the works of California authors 
in all departments of literature. These 
are made accessible by means of a card 
catalog. Full names and biographical 
sketches of California authors, pioneers 
and early settlers are being secured, 
together with their photographs. The 
collection of bound periodicals is quite 
large. The Department also contains 
over 3000 bound volumes of newspapers, 
a file of which is being indexed with ' 
reference to the history of . the state. 
Students will be assisted in their work. 

As Miss Garoutte has been away from 
the Library for the last three months and 
Miss Haines away for a part of the time, 
notes on this Department will not be 
gi-veii walW OetQber. 
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Extension Department. 

The Extension Department aims to do 
the work which in many states is under 
the supervision of a public library com- 
mission. The Department was estab- 
lished in 1903 and be^ran work in Decem- 
ber of that year by sending out traveling 
libraries to communities without library 
facilities. The Department now has four 
separate divisions: (1) Traveling Libra- 
ries; (2> Study Club Libi-aries; (3) Pub- 
lic Libraries; (4) Books for the Blind. 

Traveling Librariet Division. 

Traveling libraries are made up of 
fifty volumes each, and are sent to any 
community without a public library on 
the application of five resident taxpayers. 
There is no charge for the use of these 
libraries and the transportation both 
ways is paid by the State Library. A 
library may be kept three months, and 
by special permission may be retained an 
additional three months. Circular and 
application blank are sent on request. 

The first traveling library was sent out 
December 14, 1903. There are now 401* 
communities in California that have 
formed library associations and have the 
privilege of borrowing state traveling 
libraries. These associations arc divided 
by counties, as follows: Alameda 6, 
Alpine 1, Amador 3, Butte 7, Calaveras C, 
Colusa 4, Contra Costa 9, Del Norte 5, 
El Dorado 14, Fresno 8, Glenn 4, Hum- 
boldt 3, Imperial 6, Inyo 5, Kern 7, 
Kings 4, Lake 8, Lassen 11, Los Angeles 
14, Madera 5, Marin 4, Mariposa 1, Men- 
docino 11, Merced 4, Modoc 7, Mono 1. 
Monterey 14, Napa 6, Nevada 3, Orange 
4, Placer 10, Plumas 7, Riverside 10. 
Sacramento 5, San Benito 3, San Ber- 
nardino 5, San Diego 12, San Joaquin 7, 
San Luis Obispo 10, San Mateo 4, Santa 
Barbara 4, Santa Clara 33, Santa Cruz 
6, Shasta 11, Sierra 6, Siskiyou 19, 
Solano 8, Sonoma 28, Stanislaus 6, Sut- 
ter 11, Tehama 4^ Trinity 6, Tulare 5, 
Tuolumne 7, Ventura 4, Yolo 3, Yuba 2. 

During April, May and June 11 new 
applications were received for libraries. 

The total number of borrowers for the 
ICiO libraries returned during April, May 
and June was 4(>25 and the circulation 
15.801. as follows: 8310 fiction; 4110 
juvenile ; 3381 miscellaneous. 

Study Ciub Division. 

Study Club libraries are loaned to any 
registered club on the application of two 
resident taxpayers. These libraries arc 
sent out to encourage the foundation and 



♦Of these 401, there are now 254 bor- 
rowing, 28 having been returned because 
a public library has been established or 
the local library no longer needs the help, 
and 119 returned because of decrease in 
interest, lack of some one to tsike proper 
care of library, etc. 



maintenance of clubs for systematic study. 
There are no registration fees, but for 
each study club library the fee of $1.50 
for each 25 (or less) books must be paid 
in advance toward expense of service. 
This fee entitles the club to one ship- 
ment (to and from), express free. A 
study club library' may be kept three 
months, and by special permission the 
time may be extended. The circular and 
registration-application blank will be sent 
on request. 

It is hoped that the books of the State 
Library will all be moved back to the 
Capitol and on the shelves before the 
winter months, and if so it will be pos- 
sible to send out study club libraries 
again. It would be well for study clubs 
to send in their registrations and appli- 
cations as soon as possible, so that the 
libraries can be planned now. 

I Public Libraries Division. 

The public library is the natural out- 
growth of the traveling library. Where 
the demand for books is greater than can 
be met by the 50 books of the traveling 
library, a town is ready for a library of 
its own. 

Since November, 1905, two library 
I organizers have been kept in the field to 
, encourage the establishment of libraries, 
to visit those already established and to 
give advice and assistance to public libra- 
ries throughout the state in regard to 
library methods, library buildings, etc. 

The annual reports of all libraries in 
the state are also kept on file in this 
division. 

This division is also making a collec- 
tion of the floor plans and exterior and 
interior views of California library build- 
ings and of all publications of California 
libraries. As soon as the collection is 
fairly complete, it will be listed in the 
News Notes of California Libraries. 

Sample sets of blanks and forms for 
the use of libraries have been made up 
and a set will be mailed to any library 
upon request. 

During April, May and June the two 
library organizers made 34 visits to 31 
towns, many of the visits having been 
made for the purpose of aiding libraries 
that were already established. The organ- 
izers are now giving more time to the 
establishing of county systems of libraries. 

The organizei-s plan to hold three 
library institutes in different parts of the 
state for the benefit of library workers 
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who need some help. 8e€ hack under 
Directory for Library Supplies, etc. 

During the last quarter, plans of six 
library buildings were added to the State 
Library's collection. O. H. Huber, arch- 
itect for the Porterville Public Library, 
sent in the plan for their recently com- 
pleted $10,000 building, and F.' P. Burn- 
ham of Los Angeles sent plans of the 
Herbert Kraft Memorial Library of Red 
Bluff, the Santa Maria Public Library, 
the Colton Public Libraiy, the Pomona 
College Library, at Claremont, and the 
addition to the Riverside Public Library. 
The Porterville building is a very pretty 
one, and very well arranged for con- 
venience, supervision and economy of 
space. 

William P. Kimball of Stockton has 
presented to the Public Libraries Division 
a collection of 103 pamphlets and period- 
icals, including valuable publications of 
eastern Library Commissions, reports of 
libraries, etc. Miss Clara Rowell has 
added to the collection Public libraries 
for 1904 and 1905.

Books for the Blind Division. 

Embossed books in four different types 
are sent to any blind resident of Cali- 
fornia upon application, and collections 
of from 10 to 25 books will be loaned to 
any public library that can vouch for at 
least 5 borrowers, on application of its 
trustees and upon agreement to loan the 
books free to any blind applicant. Cir- 
cular and Finding list, with Call slip 
postal, or with Library trustees* applica- 
tion blank will be sent on request 

Books sent to individuals from an insti- 
tution distributing embossed literature 
are carried free through the mails. 

The first book was loaned June 13, 
1905. There are now 287 blind borrow- 
ers, scattered all the way from Siskiyou 
County to San Diego. During April, May 
and June, 17 borrowers were added. 
Total accessions are 775, as follows : New 
York point books, 269 ; New York point 
music, 43; Braille books, 110; Braille 
music, 47; Moon books, 240; Boston line 
letter books, 24 ; Ink print books, 22 ; 
Appliances, 17; Maps, 3. During the 
quarter 731 books were loaned, as fol- 
lows ; New York point, 247 ; Braille, 114 ; 



Moon, 353; Boston line letter, 15; Ink 
print books, 1; Appliances, 1; Maps, 0. 
The books loaned were divided by class 
as follows : ethics and religion, 71 ; 
science, 26 ; useful arts, 2 ; literature, 42 : 
fiction, 389; travel, history, and biog- 
raphy, 96 ; primers, 8 ; music, 18 ; period- 
icals, 79. 

During April, May and June, 5 borrow- 
ers who knew no type before learned to 
read Moon. 

The Moon magazine in Moon type and 
the Matilda Ziegler magazine in Braille 
and in New York point are being received 
monthly and will be loaned on applica- 
tion.

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COUNTY FREE LIBRARY EXTENSION-THE 
SACRAMENTO PLAN. 

Outlined by Lauren W. Ripley, Librarian of the Sacramento Public Library. 



The maintenance of a national library 
is deemed to be a proper function of the 
National Government, and as a result 
we have in the Congressional Library an 
institution of infinite value to American 
scholarship. The several states, with equal 
propriety, maintain libraries of greater or 
less extent, each valuable in its own 
special field. The place of the free public 
library among the activities of municipal 
government is no longer subject to ques- 
tion. To serve the needs of special 
classes, public moneys are expended in 
supporting law libraries, technical libra- 
ries, institutional libraries, school libra- 
ries. All classes of readers are freely 
supplied with books, except the great 
mass of general readers who reside outside 
the limits of cities and towns possessing 
free libraries. 

To reach these, the traveling library 
system was devised, but while better than 
no books, the system is limited and 
inelastic in its nature and does not meet 
all requiremnets. It is but just to 
country dwellers that they should have 
the benefit of better library service, and 
the next great movement in library de- 
velopment will be the enactment of laws 
amply providing for county library sys- 
tems. Notable instances of successful 
county library systems are to be found, 
and one state, Ohio, has enacted a gen- 
eral county library law. It is in order 
for California to do likewise. 

Without waiting for such a law, how- 
ever, but taking advantage of the pro- 
vision of the general library law of Cali- 
fornia authorizing such agreements, the 
Sacramento Public Library and the 
Board of Supervisors of the County of 
Sacramento have entered into a compact 
whereby the library, in consideration of 
the sum of $3500 for the present jear, 
agrees to extend to all residents of Sac- 
ramento County the same library privi- 
leges as are enjoyed by the city residents. 



The system may be briefly outlined as 
follows : All residents of the county are 
to have the use of the Public Library 
under the same conditions, rules and 
regulations that govern city residents. 

Deposit stations will be maintained at 
suitable points in the county, each sta- 
tion being supplied with a collection of 
fifty or more books. 

A system of weekly exchanges will be 
arranged between the main library and 
the stations, the expense of carriage to 
be paid from the county extension fund. 

Collections at the stations will be 
changed wholly or partially as the de- 
mand requires. 

All books in the circulating department 
of the library, together with new books 
bought for the purpose, will be con- 
sidered in making up the collections. 

If possible with the means supplied, 
the opportunity will be offered to the 
district schools to open direct relations 
with the library. 

In operation, the county library will be 
managed as a part of the city library 
system. Books purchased for the deposit 
stations will be ordered, accessioned and 
cataloged with books for the main library. 
A special shelf-list on cards will be kept 
of books assigned to the deposit collec- 
tions. In form, the cards will be short 
author-entry and will be arranged in one 
alphabet by authors. These cards will 
be stamped to show what deposit stations 
have had the book, when it was sent, and 
will also be marked after the station 
entry with the number of loans of the 
book while at the sUition. Cards for 
books bought especially for the county 
system will be stamped to indicate this 
and be marked with the cost of the book. 
Thus the special shelf-list will give the 
following information : What books have 
beon included in the deposit collections, 
what stations have had each and when, 
how many times the book has V\<i.<KNx 
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loaned, what books were taken from the 
main library for the collections and what 
were especially bought for that purpose 
and the cost of the latter. 

When books are to be sent to a deposit 
station, the charging envelope (Browne 
charging system) will be taken from the 
book and duplicate envelope stamped 
"Deposit station No " substi- 
tuted. The original envelope will be filed 
at the library with a check contained to 
show what station has that book. The 
duplicate envelope goes with the book for 
charging at the station. The dating slip 
in the book will also be stamped to indi- 
cate what station has the book on its list, 
so that a book returned to the main 
library or to the wrong station can be 
traced to the station where charged. The 
original envelopes will be filed by class 
number in one continuous arrangement, to 
show the whereabouts of any particular 
book at any time. 

An invoice will be made, in duplicate, 
of each deposit collection when shipped : 
One copy for the custodian, and one for 
tlu» main library for inventory purposes. 

These details refer only to the deposit 
collections ; books sent on special request 
will be charged to the stations through 
the regular charging desk (accounting to 
be separate for statistics, however) in 
order that their prompt return may be 
better looked after. Dated slips showing 
when they should be sent back will 



accompany all such books. Charging 
envelopes and date slips for requested 
books will not be stamped with the 
station number, and the envelope will 
differ in color from the regular envelope 
so that the custodian can see at once, 
by inspecting the charges, what books 
are not a part of the regular collection. 

The work at the stations will be made 
as simple as possible. The Browne 
charging system will be used. Applica- 
tions for cards may be filed with the 
custodian, who will send them to the main 
library for entry. Books may be drawn 
as soon as the applications are filed, 
tenii)orary checks being issued by the 
custodian for use until the cards are sent 
back from the main library. A separate 
register will be kept of county borrowers 
and a distinctive card issued. The only 
statistical report required from the deposit 
custodian will be the total number of 
loans made each week. In the choice of 
books for the collections, preference will 
be given to titles attractive to the gen- 
oral readers ; special requirements will be 
met through the privilege borrowers have 
of drawing from the main library. 

The system will be administered liber- 
ally and aims to make the entire 
resources of the Public Library, present 
and future, available to the country 
reader, as promptly as distance and 
means will allow, and at no expense to 
him.

This Index is designed to supplement 
the (Uirrvitt t-Jrcfits Index ])ublished by 
the Wisconsin Library Commission. That 
publication is a snide to material of 
world-wide importance in the newspapers. 
We have endeavored to follow it in out- 
line as nearly as possible. 

We realize thtit, like everything else 
in its exi)erimental stages, this Index is 
far from perfect. We hope to increase 
its usefulness by each succeeding issue, 
and shall welcome criticisms and suggres- 
tions to that end. This number of the 
Index is compiled by the use of the San 
Francisco newspapers alone, but during 
the next quarter we shall use one of the 
Los Angeles papers also, in order to in- 
clude southern news items which may 
not appear in the San Francisco dailies. 

The dates given indicate time of occur- 
rence. S 10 refers to publication in 
afternoon papers of same date and in the 
morning papers of the day foJlowing.

CLASSES IN UBRARY METHODS. 



The state Library has received requests 
for assistance in organizing libraries 
from so many different parts of the state 
that individual visits from the library 
organizers were impossible. As a substi- 
tute for these visits a series of classes 
in library methods has been planned, the 
organizers selecting for each class the 
subjects most needed by those who plan 
to attend. 

The first of these classes was held at 
the San Francisco State Normal School 
August 31 to September 12, inclusive,

Miss Bertha Kumli and Miss Mabel 
E. Prentiss, library organizers for the 
California State Library, were the di- 
rectors and instructors in the main sub- 
jects — Cataloging and Reference work. 
This work was given daily from nine to 
one, leaving the afternoons free for 
practice work. 

Miss Kumli presented the Cataloging, 
which was confined to simple forms suited 
to the needs of a small library. The 
main object was to give the student such 
information as would enable her to make 
a consistent author and title list if noth- 
ing more. Miss Kumli had hoped to have 
copies of the new A. L. A. catalog rules 
for the use of the class, but was unable 
to secure them. A few days before the 
close of the session a copy was received 
accompanied by a letter from Miss Nina 
K. Browne, secretary of the A. L. A. 
Publishing Board, stating that it was the 
first copy sent out, and sent over 
especially from the bindery, Vith the 
hope that it might reach California in 
time for the use of the class. The use 
of printed cards from the Library of 
Congress was taken ur» from the first, 
and each day the students were given 
practice work in cataloging given books, 
both with and without the printed cards. 

The Reference work, given by Miss 
Prentiss, was planned as a course in the 
use of books and pamphlet material 
rather than as an introduction to the 
standard but expensive reference aids. A 
list of 25 useful and inexpensive books 
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was selected, and these the students 
used until they were thoroughly familiar 
with the possibilities of the California 
blue book, Champlin's young folks' cyclo- 
pedia of common things, Farmers' bulle- 
tins, Webster's international dictionary, 
the World almanac, etc. This work oc- 
cupied the flrst week. The second week 
the main subject was unbound material, 
including periodicals, publications of the 
federal and state governments, society and 
corporation publications and other ma- 
terial which may be secured free by 
public libraries. The use of this material 
was grouped under the general heads 
"Periodicals and their indexes" ; "Debates 
and work with schools" ; "(^irrent topics 
and work with clubs" ; "Pamphlets — what 
to get and how to get it" ; "Pamphlets — 
their care and use." Two visitors, Miss 
Annie B. Bailey, assistant, Mechanics'- 
Mercantile Library, and Miss A. Bruce j 
Walker, formerly librarian of the St. 
Helena Public Library, attended several | 
of the talks on reference work. 

Special instruction was given to stu- | 
dents who wished it, or who needed assist- | 
ance along lines not included in the 
regular course ; e. g. Book selection ; 
Classification ; Shelf listing ; Use of Cut- 
ter author table, etc. In this way the 
librarians in attendance received the ben- 
efit of two weeks' instruction on two im- 
portant subjects, secured assistance for 
their individual needs, and in addition had 
the advantage of aoquniutance with other 
librarians. 

In addition to this routine work, 
several talks on related topics were given 
by well-known library workers. On Tues- 
day, September 8, Miss Mary L. Sutliff, 
chief cataloger of the California State 
Library, took up "Cataloging public docu- 
ments." #Miss Sutliff's lucid explanation 
of the intricacies of the United States, 
state and municipal publications was 
very helpful to jill who- listened to her. 
The same day Miss Susan T. Smith, 
reference librarian of the State Library, 
told the class of "Outside helps in refer- 
ence work," including • loans from the 
State Library, from college and public 
libraries of the state, and from com- 
mercial agencies such as the Cumulative 
Reference Library of Minneapolis and the 
Gleaners' Library of Beloit, Wisconsin. 
Miss Smith sui)plemented her talk by a 



stenciled outline, which each student filed 
for future use. In the afternoon the 
class visited the San Francisco Public 
Library and there listened to William R. 
Watson, the librarian, on "Book buying.'* 
Mr Watson had also prepared a careful 
outline of his talk, with addresses of 
dealers, etc., and stenciled copies were 
distributed. 

On the 0th Miss Stella Huntington, 
librarian of the San Francisco State 
Normal School, gave a practical demon- 
stration of book labeling. 

Routine work was suspended Septem- 
ber 10 and the class visited the public 
libraries of Alameda, Oakland. and 
Berkeley. At the Oakland Library the 
staff served a dainty luncheon at which 
were present Mr and Mrs Charles S. 
Greene, members of his staff, the Class in 
Library Methods and Miss Kumli and 
Miss Prentiss. The hospitality of all 
three libraries was greatly appreciated by 
the visitors. 

Miss Sutliff gave a second talk on 
September 13, taking up "Country subject 
headings." In the afternoon of the same 
day l)r Frederic Burk, principal of the 
San Francisco State Normal School, dis- 
cussed "The story hour," suggesting that 
this work may often be done for the 
public library by teachers who have been 
trained in the art of story telling. 

On the last day of the session James 
L. Gill is, State Librarian, visited the 
class and talked to the students on library 
work in the state.

dressed the class on "Publicity," making 
a number of pertinent suggestions; 
Charles Kirkbride, librarian of the San 
Mateo Free l*ublic Library ; Miss Jane 
Shepard of the A. K. Smiley I'ublic 
Library of Redlands ; Miss Julia Steffa. 
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librarian of Pomona College ; William 
U. Watson, librarian of the San Francisco 
I'ublic Library. 

A pleasant reception was tendered the 
Library Class on the evening o£ the 11th 
at Mechanics'-Mercantile Library, by the 
First District of the California Library 
Association. This opportunity to meet the 
library workers of the i*egion around San 
Francisco Bay was thoroughly enjoyed 
by those present 

Reports already received show the dis- 
tinct advantage of the Classes in Library 
Methods over the old system of brief 
visits from librarj- to library. The second 
of the series will be held in Colton and 
will commence October 5, to continue two 



weeks. The work to be given will be 
more general than that given in San 
Francisco, but less time will be given 
to each subject. Especial attention will 
be given to Classification, Elementary 
cataloging. Book selection, Book buying 
and the Care and repairing of books. 
The sessions will be held in the new 
library building. 

The third Class in Library Methods 
will be held in Red Bluff commencing • 
November 2. The subjects to be taught 
will be practically' the same as those 
given at Colton, but other subjects will 
be taken up if students request them. 
All suggestions and inquiries should be 
addressed to the State Library as soon 
as possible.

Part 1 (Class List) can be obtained 
only from the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments, Government Printing Office, 
Washington, D. C. A reprint of the 
complete work has recently been under- 
taken by the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments, both parts to be in one volume, 
paper covers. It will be ready in a short 
time for sale only, at $1.00 per copy. 

The following rules which relate to the 
sale of. and remittance for. Public Docu- 
ments, should be carefully observed in 
ordering a copy of the above : 

1. Documents will not be sent in ad- 
vance of payment. 

2. Neither foreign money, stamps, per- 
sonal checks, defaced or slick coins, will 
be accepted. 

3. Remittances should be made by pos- 
tal money order, registered mail, or New 
York draft. Coin or notes may be sent 



at owner's risk ; if sent securely wrapped 
or fastened to cardboard, losses seldom 
occur. 

4. The law prohibits the sale of more 
than one copy of a document to the same 
person. If more than one copy is desired, 
a name and address must be given for 
each extra copy. 

5. Remittances from foreign countries, 
except Canada, Cuba, and Mexico, should 
include postage, and should be made by 
international money order or by draft on 
a New York bank. 

6. Canadian postal notes will be ac- 
cepted only when the name of the issuing 
office is plainly stamped on the lower 
right-hand corner. If stamps are pasted 
on. the note will be returned. 

7. Postage on documents to foreign 
countries is 8 cents a pound. Packages 
weighing more than i^ pounds can not 
be transmitted by mail. If instructions 
are not given to the contrary, this office 
will forward heavy packages by express 
from New York.

Second District Meeting. 

The first meeting of the year of the 
Second District of the California Library 
Association was held at Watsonville, 
July 16, 1908. After a delightful 
luncheon served by the Trustees of the 
Watsonville Public Library the delegates 
assembled in the parlors of the Christian 
Church. The meeting was called to 



order by the President, Miss Mary 
Barmby. Mrs Abbie Morehead, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Library Trustees, 
gave a few words of welcome on behalf 
of Watsonville. This was followed by a 
paper by Miss Ida A. Johnson, of Carmel, 
on the "Beginnings of a small library." 
She began by saying that since she had 
been asked to speak on the subiect she 
knew of no better way than to outline the 
history of the small library that she is 
now most interested in. By so doing she 
could give a good example of how not to 
start a library. Its early history was that 
of most libraries. There was a miscella- 
neous lot of gifts and no records. Later 
when the library had grown to about 
four hundred books, it was reorganized, 
the books accessioned and classified. All 
this extra work would have been saved 
if it had been started right. To-day the 
library is fast being cataloged, but it is 
handicapped by back work. The early 
history was followed by a sketch of the 
library as it is to-day, with some of its 
aims and rules. One point brought out 
was the freedom enjoyed there, Carmel 
being to Miss Johnson's mind a truly 
free library. She would do away with 
all red tape, making no restrictions as 
to borrowers' applications, merely having 
them sign a promise to replace lost books. 
One man's signature is as good as his 
neighbor's, she urged. The talk was 
practical and full of good suggestions, 
the emphasis being placed, over and over 
again, on the fact that libraries, especially 
small ones, are apt to consider things 
from the standpoint of the librarian and 
not from that of the outsider, the reader. 
Miss Johnson suggested that even small 
libraries have French, German and 
Spanish shelves, if only a few books 
could be afforded. Then she would have 
a shelf of "comfortable" books, Dickens, 
Thackeray, etc., which* could be kept out 
for four weeks without renewal. Another 
suggestion was that a list of the books 
wanted be sent to the different people 
in the town. Every library should have 
a "Publicity Committee" whose duty it is 
to keep the town informed of its wants 
and its achievements. Let people know 
what is being done. The small library 
must as a rule be content to sow, and 
let others come to reap the harvest.

Opening of the State Library to 
the Public. 

The State Library, which for more 
than two years has been closed, will, on 
Wednesday, November 4, again be opened 
to the public. It was hoped all along 
that an earlier date might be set; but 
the great amount of work to be done 
before, readers could be served with any 
degree of satisfaction made this impos- 
sible. Many thousand volumes had been 
hurriedly shifted more than once to make 
way for carpenters and plasterers ; so that 
in the end the classes were almost hope- 
lessly mixed. To add to this confusion 
and make the undertaking even greater, 
the books could not go back into their 
old places, but had to be shelved in new 
quarters. 

During the time that the Capitol was 

being remodeled the State Library, with 

; the exception of the Law Department, 

j occupied Maple Hall, on Sixth and K 

i streets. It was of course impossible in 

such limited quarters to find stack room 

for many books, and without access to 

all the books the reading public could not 

be served. Hence, the greater part of 

t,\ie collection was stored in the Capitol 
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itself, and in the basements of tlie Sacra- 
mento Public Library and of the Mohr & 
Yoerk building, at Eleventh and K streets. 
The traveling libraries, which have been 
sent out all the while, files of certain 
newspapers that are being indexed and 
of others for which there is a continuous 
demand, and classes of books, mainly 
history, which were being recataloged, 
together with working space for the staff, 
filled Maple Hall rather uncomfortably 
full. So, while the public could not come 
to the library, work was being done which 
would make the collection much more 
usable when it should again become ac- 
cessible. Current accessions have been 
added to the card catalog, much has 
been done towards eliminating the old 
card catalog and incorporating its entries 
in the new one, and many other library 
tools have been greatly perfected. 

The Law Department retains its old 
quarters on the first floor, opposite the 
main entrance to the Capitol. The Ex- 
tension Department has been given what 
formerly, was the general reading room 
on the second floor. The librarian's ofl5ce 
is on the third floor at the head of the 
north stairway. The general reading 
room is in the middle circular wing on 
the fourth floor of the east side of the 
building : the entrance to this room is 
through the door directly at the head of 
the north stairway. The California his- 
torical collection is shelved in what pop- 
ularly is known as the newspaper room, 
on the fourth floor over the Assembly 
Chamber. The catolog and main stack 
room is on the same floor in the opposite 
end of the building over the Senate 
Chamber. 

The State Library hopes to be able to 
serve the citizens of the State in every 
way possible for an institution of this 
character. The Law and the Extension 
departments have been doing work which 
is appreciated. The great store of books 
which the library has on its shelves makes 
it possible to answer for the people many 
questions which would be of benefit to 
them in their work and recreation. All 
residents of the State whose library needs 
may not be filled in their own libraries 
are invited to make use of the State 
Library.

Law Department. 

The Law Department is fully equipped 
with the latest reports, digests, encyclo- 
paedias and text-books, and is entirely 
free to the public for reference purposes. 
State ofl5cers are entitled to borrow books, 
and private individuals are accorded the 
same privilege upon presentation of an 
order signed by a Supreme, Appellate or 
Superior Judge. Books may be kept two 
weeks, and will be once renewed for the 
same length of time. All books are sub- 
ject to recall, if required by a state 
oflScer. 

Sociological Department. 

The Sociological Department, which 
includes the Legislative Reference Bureau, 
aims to furnish information on all sub- 
jects connected with the administration 
of public affairs to officials, both state 
and local, as well as to all others inter- 
ested. 

The amendments to the constitution of 
California, which are to be submitted at 
the November elections, are discussed 
fully and intelligently in Numbers 2, 4, 
5 and 6 of volume 3, Transactions of the 
Commonwealth club. Write to the sec- 
retary, 635 Merchants' Exchange Bldg, 
San Francisco. Every library in the 
state should have the report and other 
publications of the state tax commis- 
sion conspicuously displayed in these 
ante-election days. 

The State Library is now prepared 
again to supply municipalities of the 
state with books and other printed ma- 
terial of aid in the solution of adminis- 
trative problems. It is suggested that 
the librarians of the various city libraries 
inform the Sociological Department of the 
State Library whenever some local mat- 
ter, such as the adoption of a new char- * 
ter, the establishment of a sewer system, 
water works, or whatever it may be, is 
being debated, that books on that subject 
are wanted. The State Library will 
then send these books to the local library, 
and the librarian may inform the city 
officials by personal letter, as well as 
the general public through the news- 
papers, that such books have arrived. 
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Librarians in the tropics have troubles 
peculiar to the locality. Books recently 
received from the Government Bureau of 
Printing at Manila carry a slip with the 
following notice : 

The Bureau of Printing is conducting 
a series of experiments with anti-vermin 
book varnish, and requests that the 
coupon below be filled In, detached, and 
returned any time after one month.

Ill'nois lately appointed a commission 
to inquire into the needs of the educa- 
tional system of that state. This com- 
mission has begun the publication of a 
series of bulletins. Those already issued 
are excellent. Apply to the Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction, Springfield, 111. 
The topographical maps published by 
the U. S. Geological Survey are -not by 
any means as widely known as they de- 
serve. Why might not every library 
display those of its neighborhood con- 
spicuously, together with information as 
to where they may be obtained? They 
are sold by the Geological Survey at 
W^ashington and by the various local land 
offices at from five to ten cents apiece. 
The money must be included with the 
order, in coin or postal order. These 
maps are designated by "quadrangles," 
taking their name from the principal 
town whose neighborhood is covered by 
each. 

The Russell Sage Foundation has pub- 
lished a handy pamphlet by Lee F. Han- 
mer, "First steps in organizing play- 
grounds."

Reference and Loan Department. 

It is planned to resume the work of 
the Reference and Loan Department on 
November 1, 1908. 

The July, 1908, number of News ■SToter 
of California Libraries prints in full the- 
Rules of the State Library, to which 
Guarantors and Deposit-borrowers are 
expected to conform. In the same num- 
ber is stated in detail the kind of infor- 
mation which the Department aims to^ 
furnish. 

Residents of the state. Libraries and 
Educational Institutions are privileged to 
borrow any books from the State Library, 
except those listed in Rule No. 5.* Resi- 
dents of the state may procure loans in 
any of the following ways : 

1. By making application through a 
local library (town or county). 

2. By making application through a 
local educational institution. 

3. By obtaining the signature of a state 
officer. 

4. In districts where there is neither 
library, educational Institution, nor state 
officer, any resident wishing to borrow 
books may do so by making a deposit of 
five dollars ($5), which deposit will be 
returned to the borrower when the privi- 
lege Is no longer desired. The application. 
In this case is made directly to the Ref- 
erence and Loan Department, with the- 
amount of deposit enclosed. 

In cases 1 and 2 the business of the 
Reference .and Loan Department will be- 
carried on directly with the Library or 
] Educational Institution standing a» 
I guarantor for the individual. The best 
! means of granting privileges for borrow- 
! ing books will be l eft to the discretion of 

•Rule 5. Books in constant use, or those 
I purely reference in character, as diction- 
aries, encyclopedias, periodicals or rare 
I and costly volumes will not be loaned 
' from the State Library. 
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the person in charge of the Library or 
Institution. 

In order that calls for books may be 
filled promptly, it would be well for the 
borrower to state that in case the books 
asked for can not be sent, other works 
on the same subject may be supplied. If 
the borrower does not know the name of 
any books about a certain subject, the 
subject and particular phase which the 
borrower wishes discussed may be sent, 
and books relating to the matter will be 
forwarded. 

This arrangement for residents of the 
state does not in any way limit the 
Library or Institution from borrowing 
books for its own use. 

Catalog Department. 

The work of the Catalog Department 
is proceeding along two parallel lines : 
the cataloging of the regular additions of 
new books, and the recataloging of much 
material needing a fuller treatment than 
it has heretofore received. 

The catalogers during the last three 
months have devoted their time to the law 
library. The text-books and sets of 
American reports have been completed, 
and a beginning has been made on the 
foreign reports. The statutes have not 
yot been cataloged. 

During July, August and September 
11,923 volumes were cataloged, adding 
2488 cards to the catalog. As there were 
many long sets, there were, of course, 
many more volumes cataloged than cards 
added. 

California Historical Department. 

The California Historical Department 
aims to have a thoroughly good collec- 
tion of books on the history and descrip- 
tion, resources and industries of the State, 
as well as the works of California authors 
in all departments of literature. These 
are made accessible by means of a card 
catalog. Full names and biographical 
sketches of California authors, pioneers 
and early settlers are being secured, 
together with their photographs. The 
collection of bound periodicals is quite 
large. The Department also contains 
over 3000 bound volumes of newspapers, 
a file of which is being indexed with 
reference to the history of the state. 
Students will be assisted in their work. 



Catalog. 

The California catalog has been in- 
creased by the addition of 981 cards. 

Pioneers and Early Settlers. 

Among the many interesting biograph- 
ical cards received are two bearing as date 
of arrival in California 1846. One is 
that of William Cooper Graves, a mem- 
ber of the famous Donner Party, and 
shows him to be a most unique character. 

He tells how four members of his 
family perished from starvation during 
that terrible winter on the shores of 
Donner Lake. He also states that he 
worked for General Sutter on the mill at 
Coloma where gold was discovered, and 
that the Wimmer boys found the first 
gold and not Marshall. 

In answering the question regarding 
his political affiliations he saj's : "I was 
a Whig until they died, then a Know- 
nothing until they died, then a Republi- 
can until I die." 

Commander Salim Edwin Woodworth 
came across the plains, on horseback, in 
1846. He was a commander in the United 
States Navy, also a member of the first 
state senate. His father was Samuel 
Woodworth, the poet. Commander Wood- 
worth was closely identified with all 
public movements, in San Francisco, up 
to the time of his death, which occurred 
in 1871. 

Samuel Burr Stoddard, one of Cali- 
fornia's honored citizens, arrived in 1852, 
and soon became associated with William 
T. Coleman & Co. He assisted in 
organizing the Vigilance Committee of 
1856, and was one of the men who 
dragged the cannon in front of the old 
San Francisco jail and assisted in com- 
pelling the officers to deliver Corey and 
Casey to the committee. Mr Stoddard 
was the father of Charles Warren Stod- 
dard, author and lecturer. He died in 
Berkeley, February 1, 1908. at the age 
of 95. 

Other cards of great interest bear the 
names of George Graham Spurr, Charles 
A. C. Duisenberg, the first German Con- 
sul, who arrived in San Francisco in 1849, 
David Samuels, Augustus Rufus Bixby, 
and William Sidney Wood.

Extension Department. 

The Extension Department aims to do 
the work which in many states is under 
the supervision of a public library com- 
mission. The Department was estab- 
lished in 1903 and began work in Decem- 
ber of that year by sending out traveling 
libraries to communities without library 
facilities. The Department now has four 
separate divisions: (1) Traveling Libra- 
ries; (2) Study Club Libraries; (3) Pub- 
lic Libraries; (4) Books for the Blind. 

Traveling Libraries Division. 

Traveling libraries are made up of 
fifty volumes each, and are sent to any 
community without a public library on 
the application of five resident taxpayers. 
There is no charge for the use of these 
libraries and the transportation both 
ways is paid by the State Library. A 
library may be kept three months, and 
by special permission may be retained an 
additional three months. Circular and 
application blank are sent on request. 

The first traveling library was sent out 
December 14, 1903. There are now 406* 
communities in California that have 
formed library associations and have the 
privilege of borrowing state traveling 
libraries. These associations are divided 
by counties, as follows : Alameda 6.

•Of these 406, there are now 247 bor- 
rowing, 28 having been returned because 
a public library has been established or 
the local library no longer needs the help, 
and 131 returned because of decrease in 
Interest, lack of some one to take proper 
care of library, etc.

Study Club Division. 

Study Club libraries are loaned to any 
registered club on the application of two 
resident taxpayers. These libraries are 
sent out to encourage the foundation and 
maintenance of clubs for systematic study. 
There are no registration fees, but for 
each study club library the fee of $1.50 
for each 25 (or less) books must be paid 
in advance toward expense of service. 
This fee entitles the club to one ship- 
ment (to and from), express free. A 
study club library may be kept three 
months, and by special permission the 
time may be extended. The circular and 
registration-application blank will be sent 
on reqnest. 

In September one study-club on the 
History of Art was sent to the Athena 

I Reading Circle of Bishop. 

I Applications for study-club libraries 
will now be filled again, as most of the 
books of the State Library have been 
replaced on the shelves. 

I Public Libraries Division. 

The public library is the natural out- 
growth of the traveling library. Where 
the demand for books is greater than can 
be met by the 50 books of the traveling 
library, a town is ready for a library of 
its own. 

Since November, 1905, two library 
organizers have been kept in the field to 
encourage the establishment of libraries, 
to visit those already established and to 
give advice and assistance to public libra- 
ries throughout the state in regard to 
library methods, library buildings, etc. 

The annual reports of all libraries in 
the state are also kept on file in this 
division. 

This division is also making a collec- 
tion of the floor plans and exterior and 
interior views of (California library build- 
ings and of all publications of California 
libraries. As soon as the collection is 
fairly complete, it will be listed in the 
New8 Notes of California Libraries. 

Sample sets of blanks and forms for 
the use of libraries have been made up 
and a set will be mailed to any library 
upon request.

Books sent to individuals from an insti- 
tution distributing embossed literatare 
are carried free through the mails. 

The first book was loaned June 18, 
1905. There are now 298 blind borrow- 
ers, scattered all the way from Siskiyoa 
County to San Diego. During July, Au- 
gust and September, 11 borrowers were 
added. Total accessions are 834, as fol- 
lows: New York point books, 272; New 
York point music, 43 ; Braille books, 113;
